The folloAving Act of the Iniiian Legislature received the asstjut of the 
Governor General on tlie oth March, 1922, and is hereby promulgated for 
gencnd information 


Act No. XI of 1922. 

Act to consolidcUc and amend the law relating to 
Income-tax and Super-Jax. 

WHFiBEAR it is e.xpedient to consolidate and amend 
the law i*ehiting to Income-tax and Super-tax ; It i.s 
hereby enacteil as foUovvs .— 

1, ( /) This Actpiay be called the Indian Income- 
short. title, extent »nd taX Act, 1922. 

' eAmmencement. 

(2) It e.xtondsto the whole of British India, includ¬ 
ing British Baluchistan and the Sonthal Parganas, 
and applies also, within the dominions of Princes 
and Chiefs in India in alliance with His Majesty, to 
British subjects in those dominions who are in the 
service of the Government of India or of a local 
authority established in the exercise of the powers of 
the Governor General in Council in that behalf, and 
to all other servants of His Majesty in those 
dominions. 

(3) It shall come into force on the first day of 
April, 1922, 
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2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 

DcflDitions. in the subject'or context,— 

(1) “ agricultural income means— 

(a) any rent or revenue derived from land which 

is used for agricultural purposes, and is 
either assessed to land-revenue in British 
India or subject to a local rate assessed and 
collected by ofScers of Gow^rnment as 
such; 

(b) any income derived from such land by— 

(t) agriculture, or 

(ti) the perfqfmance by a cultivator or 
receiver of rent-in-klnd of any pro¬ 
cess ordinarily eraployeti by a culti¬

1. With tlie previous sanction of the Governor General in Council and 
of the Secretary of State in Council the local Government may, by 
notification in tho ofiicial Gazette, declare the number of superior executive 
and judicial offices, being oflices ordinarily filled from amongst the members 
of the Indian Civil Service, to which, subject to-the provisions of 8ul> 
section (/) of section 99 of the Government of India Act, persons not being 
members of the Indian Civil Service may be appointed. 
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2. Within the limit of number declared under rule 1 the local Govern¬ 
ment may appoint:— 

(i) to a superior executive office a member of the provincial civil 
service suboixlinate to the local Government; 

(it) to a superior judicial office a member of the provincial civil 
service subordinate to the local (ioverument, or a person who at 
the time of the apjwiritment is— 

(a) a barrister of England or Ireland or a meml)er of the 
Faculty of Advocates in Scotland ; or 

(fj) a vakil, pleader, ailvo(*at(‘ or att<»rney (»f a High Court in 
1 ndia ; or 

(c) a pleader or advocate of a chief court or of a judicial 

cromn 1 issioner’s court ; or 

(d) a i)lea<ler of a district Court; and in respect of such 

({Uaiitlcat ion is of not less than live years’ standing. 


o. Notwithstanding anything containe<l in rule 2. the l■.»cal Government 
may, w’Lthin the limit of number (ieclared under rule 1, appoint to a superior 
executive or juditual office any j)erson not having the qualifications 
prescribed for such office by rule 2 : * , 

Provided that the number of persons so appointed shall not amount to 
more than 15 per cent, of the total number of superior offices declared under 
rule 1. 

4. The local Government may. by notiffcation in tlu* local official 
gazette, declare the number of inferior offices, being offices reciuir<*d under 
the lU'ovisions of section StS of the Goveninnuit of India Act to la^ fflle<l fiom 
amongst the members of the Indian Civil S(>rviee, to which, subject to the 
provisions of sub-section ( I) of section !)1» of the said Act. jiersons not beii\g 
menil>ers of tht* ludiiiu Civil Service intiy be iippoint(>d. 

5. Within the limit of number tieclared under rule 4, the loctil Govern¬ 
ment may appoint to an inferior executive office, any person having the 
qualifications pre.scribed hy rule for appointment to a sujxu’ior executive 
office, and to an inferior judicial office any person having the qualifica¬ 
tions prescriljed by rult? for appointment to a sn))erior judi(hal office. 

(>. In addition to appointments mad(' under the for(;going rules, 
whenever the (.'.xigencies of tin; public service so recpiirc, the local Govern¬ 
ment may, subject to the pr(»visions of sub-section (/) of .secti<ni Uh of the 
Government of Imlia Act, a])pr)int for a [toriod not ex(a*i;ding six months, 
any person not being a member of the Indian Civil Serv|«'e to any office^ 
oixiinarily filUxl from amongst tin' members of the Indian Civil St*rvice. 

7. The local Government may tleclare any person appointed under 
these rules to be a))pointcd on probation only, and may j)iVHcribe tin* terms 
and condition.s of such probation.

No. 392 .—The following report is published for general information :— 

Report of the Committee on Public Petitions. 

In ijursuance of the terms of the Home Department Resolution 
No. F-209-Public, dated the 4th February 1922, we met on the 18th and Sl.st 
February 1922 in the Committee Room at Metcalfe House. The Hon’blo 
Sir B. C. Mitter, the Hon’ble Sir Alexander Murray and Sir Sivaswamy 
Aiyer were unfortunately unable to attend. 

2. The terms of reference to us were to examine the question whether 
the two Chambers of the Indian Legislutun^ should exercise any powers 
with reference to petitions, and, if so, what those powers should Ih* ami 
further in that ca.se whether standing (jominittees of the two Chambers 
should be constituted and, if so. what should he the procedure and what 
limitations should be imjxised on the powers of the committees.” Before we 
set forth our recommemlations to Government on the points referred to us 
we consider it de.sirable to sketch, very briefly, the history of the right 
of petitioning Parliament, as that has largely influenced our conclusions. 
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3. When the practice of petitioning Parliament first aio.se the func¬ 
tions of the Courts, the Chaucei-y and Parliament had not yet become 
definite. Consequently, petitions were then presejited tu Parliament 
regarding matters in respect of which the petitioners in modern times would 
have recourse to the ordinary judicial tribunals. 

4. By the end of the 14tli century the jurisdiction of the Chancery and 
the King^ Council had l)een built up and Parliament was no longer the 
resort of suitors seeking a remedy for individual grievances. At this 
time, petitions were received from i^ersons wlio desired to n.se the legislative 
powew of Parliament to obtain a prtwRegtt^m, that is, a change of the law 
lor their benefit or an exemption from its provisions. M'his inocedure has 
in course of time developed into the modern private bill legislation. 

5. it was not until the I7th century that i)nl)lic petitions— t.e., petitions 
complainiilg of public grievances—became at all common, but at that 
period the right to make and jue-sent petitions to Parliament and the right 
of Parliament to receive and consider petitions were clearly affirmed, not¬ 
ably by a resolution of the House of Commons passetl in 16(i‘J. It was found, 
however, that the presentation, the reading and often the diseussion of 
petitions made .serious inroad.s on the time of the House and as petitions 
steadily increased it became necessary to impose limitations on the right of 
]>etitioi4ing. 

6. As the rules framed for this purpose regulate the procedure now in 
fbree it is desirable tt) expliyn them in some detail. In inirsuance of a 
resolution of tlie 20rh February is:i;i, a select (rorninittee is apjKjinted to 
which all i)etiuons are referred exeei)t such as relate to i>rivate bills. The 
duty t)f this commitlec is to classify, .to ab.stiiict and to report. It-s reports 
are issued twice <‘V(‘ry M'eek during session and the committee has power, 
when necessary, to direct the printing of a petition i/i exienso. Further, by 

‘Standiiig orders of 1H42 ujul 1S53 the House has limited the dealings with a 
petition on its presentaric)n by a member to a statement of the parties from 
which it comes, the nuiiil)t*r of signatures, the material allegations and the 
prayer with wlrieli it concludes. No debate is allowed, but the petition, it 
retjuired to be rcatl, maj’ be read by the Clerk of the House. The rule as to 
debate may be set aside and the petition discussed if it should disclose a case 
of urgency for whicli an immediate remeriy i.s reejuired. 

7. The main points which emerge from this examination of the bi.story 
of the right of petitioning Parliament are that it came into existtmee at a 
time when the line between the judicial fiinctions of Parliament and its 
legislative tnnetions was indefinite; and that although pc'.titioiis are still 
presented the e.xereise of the right is in nuHlern titnes unimportant from the 
eonstitutional point of view, as other methods have grown up by which 
grievances can be dealt with in a moi'e suitable way. 

S. We turn now to the (luestions which have been referretl tt> us, and 
we may state at the outset that onr view is that if a proWsion enabling the 
Indian Legislature to receive public petitions i.s to lie introduced, the 
exercise of it I'should be regulated with reference to present-day practice 
in the House of Coinmous and not with reference to the practice in force 
at any earlier stage in the devtdopment of Parliament. 

9. We first consi(iercd the proposal contained in the resolution moved 
by the Hou’blc Sir M. B. Dadablioy in the Council of State, which led to 
the appointment of this committee by the Government of India. That 
resolution riu as follows; “this Council recommends to the Governor 


General in Council that this Council be authorized, if neeessaiy by statute, 
to receive from the public petitic^ns on all matters relating to public wrong, 
grievance or disability, or to any act or acts of ])nblic servants, or to public 
policy ; to'investigate the complaint and to make a report to this ConneiL; 
and that u committee he constituted on public petitions with powers to 
qxamilie witnesses and record evidence.” The proposal contained in this 
resolution goes far beyond the present practice in Parliament and we can 
see no justification for giving to either Chamber of the Indian Legislature 
the very wide powtos proposed in the resolution. It seems to us clear that 
if such powers we7’e granted legislation Nvouhi be required and the danger 
of conflict with the courts would be considerable. 

lb. On the other hand, petitions are as a matter of fact received from 
time to time from the j)ublic ]-elating to Bills pending in the Legislature 
and we consider it desi ruble that there should be a regular procedure for 
receiving and dealing wilh such documents. We recommend, therefore. 
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that thh right of public to i>etition tlie Indiaa Legislature and the right of 
the Indian Legislature to receive petitions froip. the public sliould be 
formally recognized to the extent which we shall now proceed to indicate. 

11. We are of opinion that the right of petitioning should be limited to 
public business, and after careful consideratiou we have co^ne to the 
conclusion that it should be further limited to legislation w’hich is actually 
peruling before the Legislature. We are also agreed that the ])resentution 
of a petition should not be made an occasion for raising a debate. This is 
in accordance with the present practice of the House of Commons, and we 
would ob.serve that the Indian Jx'gislature enjoys greater opportunity than 
does Parliament of raising debate on matters of public iiitere.st, by resolution 

N or otherwise. We accordingly recommend that there should be a jn'oeedure 
for receving in either Chamber of the Legislature petitions i*eluting to bills 
pending in that Chamber, that no debate should be allowed on thb presenta¬ 
tion of a petition and that for each Chamber a Standing Committee on 
Public Petitions should be constituted, the chairman and members of which 
should be nomimited by the President of the Chamber at the cfmimeiicemeii t 
of each session. 

12. As regards the fuiictions of these committees \Vi» consider that the 
present practice of the House of Commons slumld be followed us closely'as 
possible. Every ]»etition presented to a (’hamber of-t he Legislature should 
be referred to the Standing Cominitti>e «)f that Chamber. 'The duties of the 
Standing Committee slumld be to examine every petitiim referred to it add 
to submit a report to the Chamber stating ;— 

(1) the subject matter of the i)etition ; 

(2) the number of the signatories; and 

(Ji) whether the petition is in order or not. 

The Standing Committee should also be authorised, if it found that the 
petition was in order, to direct that the petitioiwht or a summary 

thereof, should be cireulated us a paper to the Hill to which it relates. The 
committee aliould iii its report state wlieilier circulation inns or has not been 
directed. 

13. We also desire to express the opinion that tlie procauJnre to 1 h‘ 
followed in dealing with petitions in eaeii Cliamber should lx- laid down in 
a Standing Order of that ChaiiilKir. We recognize that if is not our function 
to draft SUituling Orders for the CJhamher.s, hut we think that our recom¬ 
mendations can most clearly be expressed indetsiil in that form. We have, 
therefore, put our proposals in the form of tlie draft Standing Order 
appended to tliis report. That draft al.so iiielud(*s our rei'omniondatiotis 
regaixling certain points of procedure wliich we do not consider to he of 
sufficient importance to require explamition in tlie body of this report.

arise on this statement. 

4. At the commencement of each session the President shall noininute 
a Chairman and. _ Members to constitute the Committee on Petitions, 
and if he thinks fit shall fill up any vacancies occ'urriug ou the Committee 
during the session. 
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n. Every petition slmll, after preHcntation or n'porl as tlic eane irniy be, 
,be referred to tlie Committee, and tlio Chamber sl)all not be considered to be 
«eised of tl»e petition till the Committi*e has reported thereon. 

(i. Thp Committee sliall examine every petition referred to it, and shall 
teport ])eriodically In llie Chamber stating tlie snbjeet matter of the petition, 
the numbtif of i)er.sons l)y wliom il is signed, and whether it is in conformity 
with the stumling orders. If the petition com|)lies witli the standing orders 
the Committee may. in its discretion, direct tlie, petition in (‘xleiitin uv i\ 
sntriiniiry thereof to i)e circulated as a paper to the Hill to which it relates. 
The Committee shall in its report state whether eirenlation has or has not 
lieen directed. 

7. Every [letilion shall— 

(i) either be in English or if in the vernitciilar shtill be aeconijianied 
. by an accurate Knglish translation ; 

(ft) be in print, and if presented by a Member, shal 1 be (‘(luntersigned 
by him ; anil 

(i/i) be couched in respectful and tetnperaie language. 

8. The full name and jiddress of every signatory to a petition shall 
bo if*et out in the handwriting of the signatory if liteiaie, or be authenticated 
• )V his t^nmb impression if illiterate. 

!>. Every jietilion shall be addressed to the Indian L‘','islature and shall 
coliclude with a jnayer sjieeifving the detinile object of the j>etilioners in 
regard to the ]M11 to -which it relates. 

10. The general form of petition set out in the schednh'. with such 
variations as the e,ircumstances of each case require, may be used and if 
used sliall be snllicient.

RESOLUTION. 

Revi.sed ruh’s governing the a])poiniment of iiersons poHse.ssing the 
quaiilieation.s in section 99, sub-section (1) of tl)e Government of India Act 
to ollicea ordinarily filled from ainongst. tlu^ ineinbera of the Indian (Mvil 
Service, have been published with tin; Notiflcatif)n of the Government of 
India in this Department No. E.-43S, datetl the 30i h March 1922, and the 
Government of India are now pleased to make the following ob.servat’iotis 
for general information and for the guidatii’c of all bteal Governments. 

2. 'J'he main purpose of the Governmenl of India in revising the rules 
was to enable local Governments to give a fair trial t(» the experimdnt, 
recommetided by the Public Serviee.s Commission and accepted by the 
Secretary of State in Ctmneil, of tilling certain District and Ses.si<ms .Judge- 
ships direct from the Ear. Under the td<l rules the appointments which 
were <leclared as f)i)(*n t(t per.son.s who satisfied llui retjuirements of sui)- 
section (i) of .secti<in 99 of the Government of India Act. were chiefly 
iutc'iided to be tilled by members of the Provincial Civil Services, and the 
appointments of pcjrsons other than members of the Provincial Civil Service 
w'ere restricted to one-fourth of the tols!l number of appoiiitnuMits so 
declared, l^ocal Governments were advised in partigniph 11 of tl<e Home 
Department Resoluiifju No. 2539. dtuted the lat Dectunluu’ 192(1, t(( utilise 
this j)ower to fill 14 ) certain District and Scissions .Tudgeships from the liar, 
but tlie proportion of one-fourth sm'iously restricts the powers of local 
Governments to pur.sue the scheme as an expc^rimeiital measure, and the 
Government of India liave accoitlingly, with the sanction of the Secretary 
<jf Stale in Council, revi.sed the rult's so as to [»ermit jinlieial appoinmenfs 
to be filled from the legal ]>rofession on eriual terms with members of the 
Provincial Servict*s. At the .same time ami in view of t hi* e.\tension of the 
power to make appointments from the Bar under the new rule 2, the imt- 
centage of pi^rsons who may be appointed to listed posts, whet her jnd icial 
or executive, who do not belong' either to the provini'iid services or tin* Bar, 
has been reduced from 2 ."> to 1 ,“). 

It must, however, be clearly umh'rstood that lliis decision is not 
intended to override t Ije announcement made in p.-iragraj)hs 9 and 11 of the 
abovemeiuifined Resolution of the Isl December 1920 to the efi'ect that there 
would be no reduction in the nund>er of posts open to men promoted from 
the provincial civil service and that the rights of e.xisting members of the 
civil .services wouhl be duly safeguanled. Local Governments will accord¬ 
ingly fill judicial listed posts from the provincial services as far as possible 
to the .same extent as in the })ast. 

3. Rules 4 and are an extension f)f the previous arningement and 
are intcndetl to give local Goverinnentjt j>ractically full powers as regarda 
the listing of inferior posts. In view of the exclusion of most inferior posts 
from the third schedule to the Government of India Act, it wiM practically 
be confined to AdditionaI Sessions .Tudgeships which are includ«<l in the 
schedule and are occasionally, in some provinces, treated as inferior 
ai>poi ntmeuts. 

4. Rule 1 has been revised to gi ve elTect to the new' arrangement that 
in lieu of listing particular appointments, the total number of superior 
executive and judicial posts wdiich are listed slndl be notified. This will 
make otticers promoted to ])osts in the Indian Civil Service cadrea eligible, 
with members of the Indian Civil Service; on their merits for all ptjsts in 
the Civil Service cadres. 

Order.—O rdered, that this Resolution Ihj communicated to local 
tb)ve.rnmenta, and that it be published in the Gazette of India for general 
infonmition.

The following Act of the Indian Legislature received the assent of the 
Governor General on the 5tli March, 1922, and is hereby promulgated for 
general information:— 


Act No. VII op 1922. 

An Act to amend the law relating to emigration. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating 
to emigration ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

Short title and 1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Emi- 

gratiou Act, 1922. 

{2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

Definitions. 2, (/) In this Act, unless there is anything re¬ 

pugnant in the subject or cqoitext,— 

(«) “dependent” means any woman or child who 
is related to an emigrant and any aged or incapacitated 
relative of an emigrant { 

(6) “emigrant” means any person who emigrates 
or has emigrated or who has been registered as an 
emigrant under this Act, and includes any dependent 
of an emigrant, but does not include— 

(i) any person emigrating to a country in which 

he has resided for hot less than five years

3. 'Phe provisions of this Act applying to steam¬ 
ships shall apply to shijis proj)e-llu<l b 3 ’ electricity or 
other mechanical power, with such modifications as 
the Governor General in Council may, by notification 
in the Gazette of India, direct for the purpose of 
adaptation. 

4. This Act shall not, except where specially pro¬ 
vided, apply to ships belonging fo His Majesty or tiie 
Government, or to ships lielonging to any foreign 
Prince or State and useti for tiie public purposes of 
that foreign Prince or State.

PART II. 

Masters and Seamen. 

B. (/) Tlie provisioiia of this Part reJatiug to the 
requirement of injusters and mates to hold certificates 
of competency shall not apply to ships registered 
under the Indian Registration of Ships Act, 1841, and 
trading between ports in India and the coast of Arabia 
when such ships are navigated and manned exclu¬ 
sively by Arabs, iascars or other Asiatic masters and 
seamen. 

{2) Save as hereinbefore provided in this section, 
tills Part shall, unless there is anytliing repugnant in 
the subject or context, apjily to Briti.sh ships and to 
tiie owners, masters ami crews thereof as follows;— 

t'T.) The provisions relating to licences to supply 
seamen, engagemen t of the crew, agreements 
with Iascars, di.scliarge of seamen, payment 
of wages, advance and allot^ieiit of wages, 
mode of recovering wages, and recovery of 
■ expenses of relief of distressed seamen, shall 
apply to every sea-going ship in British 
India. 

(6) The provisions relating to the property of 
deceased seamen and apprentices shall apply 
to every sea-going shii), not being a‘ship 
registered in the United Kingdom or a slui> 
employed in trading or going from or to 
any port in the United Kingdom, where the 
crew are di.scliarged or the final port of 
destination of the ship is in British India. 

(c) The provi.sions relating to the rights of sea¬ 

men in respect of wages, to the return of 
distressed seamen, to the provisions and 
health of seamen, to the power of seamen to 
make complaints, to the iirolection of .sea¬ 
men from imposition and to discitdine shall 
apply to sea-going ships registered in 
British India, while such ships are in 
British India. 

(d) The ])rovisiona relating to official logs shall 

apply to sea-going ships registered in British 
India, and to any sea-going ship, not being 
a ship registeretl in the United Kingdom, 
employed in trading or going between any 
port in British India and any port not 
situated in the part of His Majesty’s domi¬ 
nions in which the ship is registered oth(;r 
than in the United Kingdom. 

(3) The provisions of this Part, in so far as they 
are adaptation of tlie provisions of Part II of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, «nd are not local in 
their application, have, by virtne of section 264 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, ellect throughout 
His Majesty’s dominions and in all places where 
His Majesty has jurisdiction, as well as in Brilish 
India. 


Shipping Offices. 

6. (/) Shipping offices shall be maintained at 
every port in British India where there is a shipping 
office at the commencement of this Act, and may be 
established and maintained at such other ports as the 
Governor General in Council may deem necessary. 
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(2) For every such office there shall be a shippinf?. 
master with such deputy shipping-masters, clerks and 
servants (if any) as the local Government may con¬ 
sider necessary. 

(3) ShiiDping-masters and deputy shipping-masters 
shall be appointed by the local Government, and shall 
respectively l>e subject to the control of that Govoirn- 
ment or of any intermediate authority which it may 
appoint. 

(4) Every Act done by or before a deputy shipping- 
master shall have the same effect as if done by or 
before a shipping-master. 

7. (J) The local Government may direct that at 
any port at which no separate shipping oflicre is 
establish€?d, the whole or any part of the business of 
the shipping office shall l>e conducted at the custom 
house, or at the office (jf the port officer, or at such other 
office as tlie local Government shall diretrt, and thei'e- 
upon the same shall be conducted accordingly. 

(2) In.respect of such business such custom house 
or office as aforesaid shall for all purposes be 
deemed lo be a shipping office, and the officer to 
whom such business is committed shall for all 
purposes bo deemed to be a shipping-master within 
the meaning of the Act. 

8 . It shall be the general business of shipping- 
masters— 

(f) to superintend and facilitate the engage¬ 
ment and a discharge? of seamen in manner in 
this Act provided ; 

in) to provide means for .securing the presence on 
board at the proper times of the seamen 
wht) arc so engaged ; 

ini) to give to all persons desirous of apprenticing 
lioys to the soa service and duly authorised 
so lo do by the Apprentices Act. 1850, and 
also to owners and masters of ^British ships 
re(jairing apprentices, such assistance as 
may be in their power for facilitating the 
making of su(;h apprenticeship ; 

(ie) to perform such other duties relating to sea¬ 
men, apprentices and merchant ships as 
are for the time being committed to them 
by or under this Act or the Merchant 
Shipping Acts. 

9. (i) Such fees, not exceeding the sum specified 
in Table A in Schedule 1, as may be fixed by the 
local Government shall be payable upon all engage¬ 
ments and discharges effected before shipping- 
masters. 

(2) Scales of the fees payable for the time being 
shall be conspicuously placed in* the shipping office, 
and all ahij>ping-mastors, their deputies, clerks and 
servants, may refuse to proceed with any engagements 
unless tlie fees payable thereon are first paid. 

(5) Every owner or master of a ship engaging or 
discharging any seaman in a shipping office or before 
a shipping-master, shall pay to the shipping-master 
the whole of the fees hereby made payable in resf^ect 
of such engagement or discharge, and may, for the 
jiurpose of in part reimbursing himself, deduct in 
respect of each such engagement or discharge from

the WHge.s of all persoas (except apprenticeu) ro en¬ 
gaged or discharged, and retain any sums iK>t exceed¬ 
ing the sums specified in that behalf in table B, in 
Schedule 1 : 

Provided that, if in any cast*® the sums which the 
owner is so entitled to deduct, exceed the amount of 
the fee payable by him, such excess shall be paid by 
him to the shipping-master in addition to such fee. 

{4) For the purpose of determining the fees to bo 
paid upon the engagement and discharge of seamen 
belonging to foreign-going ships which have running 
agreements as hereinafter provided, the crew shall be 
considered to be engaged when the agreement is first- 
signed, and to be discharged when the agreement 
finally terminates : and all intermediate engagements 
and discharges shall be considered to bo engagements 
and (ILscharges of single seamen. 

10. If a shipping-master, deputy shipxJing-master, 
clerk or servant in a sliii)i)ing olKce demands or 
receives, other than the foes authorised under this 
Act, any remuneration whatever, either directly or 
indirectly, for hiring or sui^pJying any seaman for a 
ship or transacting any business which it is his duty 
to transact, ho shall be liable for every such offence to 
a fine which may extend to two hundred rupees, and 
shall also be dismissed from his office. 


Certificates of Competency. 

11, (/) Every British foreign-going ship and every 
British home-trade ship of tljree hundred tons or 
ui)w:irds when going to sea from any place in British 
India shall be provided with officers duly certificated 
under this Act according to the following scale, 
namely 

(а) in any case, with a duly eetificated mi-ister ; 

(б) if the ship is of throe hundred tons or 

ux)wards, with at least one officer besides 
the master holding a certificate not lower 
than that of a mate. 

(2) Every British foreign-going steamship when 
going to sea from any place in British Fndia shall bo 
jtrovided with engineers duly ceititicatcd under this 
Act according to the following scale, namely :— 

(а) if the ship is of onp hundred nominal horse¬ 

power or upwards, with at leait two engi¬ 
neers, oneiof whom shall be a first class and 
the other a first class or second class engi¬ 
neer duly certificated; 

(б) if the ship is of leas than one hundred nominal 

horse-power, with at least one engineer, 
who is a first class or second class engineer 
duly certificated. 

(3) Every British home-trade stKimship when 
going to sea from any place in British India and every 
foreign steamship carrying imssengers between places 
in British India shall be provided with engineers 
duly certificated according to the following scale, 
namely:— 

(a) if the ship is of fifty nominal horse-power 
or upwards, with at least one engineer, 
who is a first class or second class engineer 
duly certificated; 
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(&) if the ship is of less than fifty nominal horse¬ 
power with at) least one engineer, who is a 
first class or second class engineer, or an 
engine driver duly uertiflcated. 


{4) Nothing in this section which relates to engi¬ 
neers or engine drivers shall apply to any steamship 
to which the provisions of the Inland Steam-vessels 
Act, 1917, apply. 

12. An oflicer shall not be deemed to be duly 
• certificated under this Act, unless he holds a certifi¬ 
cate of a grade appropriate to his station in the ship 
or of a higher grade, 

(cf) granted in accordance with the Merchant 
Shipping Act or any Act repealed thereby 
or this Act or any Act repealed hereby; or 

(6) issned by a competent authority in any British 
possession, the certificates of which Ijave 
been declared by Order in Conncil made 
under section 102 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, to have the same force as if they 
, were granted under that Act. 


13. Any person who— 

(а) having been engaged as one of the oflicers 

mentioned in section 11, goes to sea as such 
orticer without being duly certificated, or

First class engineer. 

Second class engineer.

(2) A certificate of competency for a foreign- 
•going ship shah be deemed bo be of a higher grade 
than the corre.sponding certificate for a home-trade 
ship, and shall entitle the lawful holder thereof to go 
to sea in the corresponding grade in such last men¬ 
tioned ship; but no certificate for a home tmde ship 
shall entitle the holder to go to sea as master or mate 
of a foreign-going ship. 

15* The local Government or a person duly 
authorised by the local Government in this behalf 
shall appoint persons for the purpose o*f examining 
the qualifications of persons desirous of obtaining cer¬ 
tificates of competency under this Act. 
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16. "The local GovemmeAt or each aathorised 
person shall deliver to every applicaat, . who is duly 
reported hy the examiuers’to havet passed the examin¬ 
ation satisfactorily and to have given satisfactory 
evidence of his sobriety, experience and ability aim 
general good conduct on. board ship, such a certiiicate 
of competency as the case requires ; 

Provided that the local Government may, in any 
case in which it has reason to believe that the report 
has been unduly made, require, before granting a 
certificate, a re-examination of the applicaat or a 
farther inquiry into his tes'timbnials and character. • 

17. il) A person who has attained the itink of 
Lieutenant, Sub-Lieutenani, Navigating Lieutenant, 
or Navigating Sub-Lieutenaut in His Majesty’s Navy 
or of Lieutenant in the Royal Indian Marine, shall be 
entitled to a certificate of service as the master of a 
foreign-going ship without examination. 

{2) A person who lias attained the rank of engineer 
or assistant engineer in His Majesty’s Navy or the 
Royal Indian Mcirine, shall be entitled without exami¬ 
nation, if an engineer, to a certificate of service as 
first class engineer, and, if an assistant engineer, to a 
certificate of service as second class engineer. 

(3) A certificate of service shall differ in form 
from a certificate of competency, and shall contain 
the name and rank of the i>er.son to whom it is deli¬ 
vered, and the local Government shall deliver a cer¬ 
tificate of service to any person who proves himself 
to be entitled thereto. 

(4) The provisions of this Act (including the penal 
provisions) shall apply in the case of a certificate of 
service as they apply in the case of a certificate of 
competency. ^ 

18. Every certificate of competency granted under 
this Act shall be in the pre.scribed form and shall be 
made iu duplicate and one copy shall be delivered to 
the person entitled to Mie certificate, and the other 
shall be kept by the local Government and recorded 
in the prescribed manner. 

19. A note of all orders made for suspending, 
cancelling, altering or otherwise affecting any certifi¬ 
cate of competency, in pureuance of the powers cotain- 
ed in this Act, shall be onjtered on the copy of the 
certificate kept by the local Government, 

20. Whenever a master, mate, engineer or engine 
driver proves to the satisfaction of the local Govern¬ 
ment by or under the authority of which Iris certi¬ 
ficate was granted that he has, without fault on his 
part, lost or been deprivi^ of a certificate already 
granted to him, the local Government shall cause 
a copy of the certificate, to which by the record kef)t 
in accordance with this Act he appears to be entitled, 
to be granted to him, and such copy shall have all the 
effect of the original. 

21. (I) The local (^vernment, with the previous 
sanction of the Governor General in Oouheii, may 
make rules to regulate the granting of certificates of 
competency under this Act and may, by such rules,— 

(a) provide for the conduct Off the examination of 
persons desirous of oblAfhing oerliificates of 
competency as masters, niates, engltteener, or 
engine diivorirr 
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(b) preacribe the qaalificatiouB to be tespectlvely 

reqaiied of persoas desirous of obtuluing 
certificates of competency us masters, first 
mutes, second mates, first class engineers, 
second class engineers, or engine drivers; 

(c) fix the fees to be paid by applicants for exa¬ 

mination ; and 

(<i) prescribe the form in which such certificates 
are to bo framed and tlie manner in which 
the copy of the certificate to be kept by the 
locql Government is to be recorded. 

22 , (/) TJie master of a foreign-going ship— 

(a) on signing the agreement with his crew shall 

produce to the shipping-master, before 
whom the same is signed, the certificates of 
competency which the master, mate and 
sangineers of the ship are by this Act requir¬ 
ed to hold; and 

(b) ill the case of a running agreement shall also, 

before the second and every subsequent 
voyage, produce to the shipping-master the 
certificate of competency of any mate or 
engineer then first engaged by him, who is 
required by this Act to hold a certificate. 

(2) The master or owner of every home-trade ship 
of more than three hundred tons burden shall produce 
to some shipping-master in British India, within 
twenty-one days after the thirtieth of June and the 
thirty-first of December in every year, or (if the ship 
is not at any port in British India within twenty-one 
days after either the thirtieth of June or the thirty- 
first day of December in an 3 ’^ year) within forty-eight 
hours after her next arrival at any port in British 
India, the certificates of competency which the master, 
mates and engineers of the ship are by this Act 
required to liold. 

(i3) Upon the prOdnction of the certificates of com¬ 
petency, the shipping-master shall, if the certificates 
are sucli as the master, mates and engineers of the 
ship ought to hold, give to the master a certificate to 
the effect that the proper certificates of comiieteucy 
have been so iirodnced. 

(4) The master shall, before proceeding to sea, 
produce tho certificate given to him by the shipping- 
master to the Customs-collector, or, if there is no 
Customs collector, to the officer whose duty it is to 
grant a port-clearance. 

(5) No officer of Customs or other officer shall clear 
any such ship outwards without such production ; and 
if any ship attempts to go to sea without a clearance, 
any such officer msy detain her until the certificate is 
produced. 

Apprenticeships to the Sea Service, 

(2) Subject to the provisions of the Appren¬ 
tices Act, 1850, any boy may be bound as an appren¬ 
tice in the sea service to the owner of any ship 
fegistered in British India to be employed in any 
such ship, being the properly of such person, the 
master of which is a British subject, and while so 
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employed to be taagfht the craft and daty of a seaman, 
and the provisons of the said Act shall, save as here- 
iuafter provided in this sectidh, apply accordingly. 

(9) The master of any ship in which any appren¬ 
tice bound to the sea service shall be appointed to 
serve by the party to whom he is bound shall be 
deemed to be the agent of such party for the purposes 
of the said Act, 

(J) The duties of the Magistrate under that Act 
in respect of the contract of apprenticeship and of the 
endorsements thereon of any al^signment, alteration, 
*or cancellation of the contract and of the certification 
of tlie offer of the continuation of the contract by the 
executors or administrators of a deceased master of 
the apprentice shall be performed by the shipping- 
master of the port where the appi’entice is to begin 
his service. 


Licences to supply Seamen.

(a) registered in British India, or 

(ft) registered in the United Kingdom but not 
employed in trading with any port in the

a running agreement may be made to extend over 
two or more voyages so that it shall terminate either 
within six months from the date on which it was 
executed, or on the first arrival of the ship at her port 
of destination in British India after the expiration of 
that period, or on the discharge of cargo consequent 
upon such arrival, whichever of these dates shall be 
the latest: 

Provided that no such agreement shall continue 
in force if, after the expiration of such period of 
six months as aforesaid, the ship proceeds on a voyage 
from a port out of British India to any other such 
port which is not on the direct road or a customary 
route to her port'of destination in British India : ^ 

I^rovided, also, that every such agreement shall, in 
addition to any other particulars required by law, 
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contain such stiiiuhition.s for the discharge of the 
crew and payment of their wages, for securing their 
return to the port at which they were shij^ped or to 
some other port in British India, and for other 
] 5 urposes on the tormijiation of the agreement at'a 
port out of .Britisli India under tlie foregoing jn-oviso, 
as the Governor General in Council may direct. 

. 31. (1) Wiien a running agreement has been made 
with the crew of a foreign-going ship and the shij) iiiHcrled by 
arrives after tlie ne.xt following tliirtieth day of June 
or thirty-first day of Deceinber,.as tlie case, may be, or on'd«raended 
after the expiration of a perifxl of six months from "g 3 .^ 
the date on wliich it was executed at a port of destina¬ 
tion in British India wliieli i.s not the ])ort at which 
the erew have; agreed to be discliarged, the master 
may, with tlie previous sanction of tho shipping-

India, and that statement shall bo admissible in 
evidence. 

{2) If any master fails without reasonable cause to 
comply with the requirements of this section, he shall 
be liable for each oilence to a fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees.

accordance with this Act, and also, when the agree- 
ment is ii running agreement, on compliance by.tlie

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63. (7) Any stipulation made by a searuari at the 
commencement of a voyaj^e for the allotment of any 
part of his waf^es during his absence shall be inserted 
in the agreement with the crew, and shall state the 
amounts and time of the payments to be matle. 

(2) A seaman may require that a stipulation lie 
inserted in the agreement for the allotment, by means 
of an allotment note, of any part (not exceeding one- 
third) of his wages in favour either of a. relative of the 
.seaman or some member of his family to be name<l in 
the note, 

(3) Allotment note's shall be in a form sanctioned 
by the local Government. 

64. (1) The owner or any agent who has autho¬ 
rised the drawing of an ailotmeni note shall pay to the 
shipping-master on demand the sums due under tin* 
note, and, if he fails to do so, the sliipping-master may 
sue for agd recover the .same with cfists : 

Providetl that no such sum shall be recoverable if 
it is shown to the satisfaction of the Cpnrt or Magis¬ 
trate trying the ca.se that the seaman has forfeited or 
ceased to be entitled to the wages out of which the 
allotment was to have been jiaid, but the seaman shall 
be presumed to be duly earning his wages unless tlie 
contrary is shown to the satisfaction of the Court or 
Magistrate either by the otiicial statement of the 
chatigo in the crew caused by his absence made and 
signed by the master as by this Act is required, or by 
a certified copy of some entry iu tlie uRiciul log-book 
lo tin* elbicfc that he has died or left the ship, or by a 
credible letter from tlie master of the ship to the same 
effect, or by such other evidence, of whatever dcs- 
crijition, as the Court or Magistrate may consider 
.sufficient. 

(2) The shipping-master on receiving any sneh 
snin as aforesaid shall pay it over to the person named 
in tliat behalf in the allotment note. 

(.3) All such receiiJts and payment shall be entered 
in a book to be kept for the purpose, and all entries in 
the .said book shall be autlienticated by the signature 
of the shijiping-inaster or the deputy, shipping- 
master.

66 . (7) A seaman shall not by any agreement forfiet 
his lien on the ship or be deprived of any remedy for 
the recovery of his wages to which in the absence of 
the agreement he would be entitled, and shall not by 
any agreement abandon bis right to wages in case of 
the loss of tlie>sliip or abandon any right that he may 
have or obtain in the nature or salvage, and everv' 
stipulation in any agreement inconsistent with any 
provisions of this Act shall be void. 
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(2) Nothing in this section shall apply to a stipula¬ 
tion made by the seamen belonging to any ship which 
according to the terms of the agreement is to be 
employed on salvage setvice with respect to the 
remuneration to be paid to them for salvage service to 
be retidered by that ship to any other ship. 

B7. (1) Tlie. right to wages shall not depend on the 
earning of freight, and every seaman and apprentice 
who would be entitled to demand and recover any 
wages if the ship in which he has served had earned 
freight, shall, subject to all other rules of law and 
Conditions aj)plicable to the case, be entitled to 
demand and recover the same notwithstanding that 
freight has not been earned ; bnt itj all cases of wreck 
or loss of the ship, proof that the seaman has not 
exerted himself to the utmost to save the ship, cargo 
and stores shall bar his claim to wages. 

{2) Where a seaman or apprentice who would but 
ff)r death be entitled by virtue of thi.s' section to 
demand and recover any wages dies before the wages 
are paid, they shall be paid and applied in manner 
provided by this Act with respect to the wages of a 
seaman who dies during a voyage. 

58. Whe re the service of a seaman terminates 
before tlie date contemplated in the agreement l)^’ 
reason of the wreck or loss of the shij), or of his being 
left on sliore at any place out of Britisli India undt?r 
a certificate granted as provided by the Merchant 
Shipping Act.s of his unfitne.ss or inability to prc^ceed 
on the voyage, he shall bo entitled to wages up to the 
time of such termination, but not for any longer 
period. 


69. A seaman or api)rentice sUall not i )0 entitled 
to wages for any time during wiiich lie unlawfully 
refuses or neglects to work wlien required wliether 
bet‘f)re or after tlie time fixed by the agreement for 
his coramencenumt of such work nor, unless the Court 
hearitjg the case otherwise directs, for any period 
during whicli he is lawfull^'^ in.iprisoned for any 
offence com mil ted by him. 

60. Wh enever in any proceeding relating to a 
seaman’s or apprentice’s wages it is shown that a 
seaman or apprentice has in the course of the voyage 
been convicted of any offence by a competent Court 
and riglitly punislitHi therefor by imprisonment 
or otherwise, the Court hearing the case may direct 
any part of ti)e wages due to the seaman or apprentice 
not oxceoding thirty ruj)ee8 to be applied to re¬ 
imbursing any cost properly incurred by the master 
in procuring the conviction and imprisonment 

61. If a seaman having signed an agreement is 
disciiarged otherwise than in accordance with the 
terms thereof before the commencement of the voyage 
or before one month’s wages are earned without fault 
on his part justifying that discharge and without his 
consent, he shall be entitled to receive from the 
master or owner, in addition to any wages he may 
have earned, due compensation for the damage caused 
to him by the discharge not exceeding one month’s 
wages, and may recover that comx>ensation as if it 
were wages duly earned. 
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62. (/). As fo.spectH wages due or accruing to a 
seaman or apprentice— 

(a) they .shall not be subject to attachment i)y 
order o£ any Court; 

yh) an assignuient or sale thereof iii'ide jtrior to 
tlie accruing thereof shall not bind the 
per.son making the same ; 

(c) a power-of-attorney or authority for the 
receipt thereof shall not be irrevocable; 

(<£) a payment of wages to a seaman or apprentice 
shall be valid in law notwithstanding any 
previous .sale or assignment of those wages 
or any attachment .or encumbrance thereof. 

C^) Nothing in this section shall affect the provi¬ 
sions of this Act or any other law for the time being 
ill force with respect to allotment notes. 

Mode of recovering Wages. 

63. A .seaman or apprentice or a person duly 
authorised on his behalf may, as soon as any wages 
due to him not exceeding live hundred rupees become 
payable, .sue for the saini' in a summary manner before 
any Magistrate exercising jurisdiction in or near the 
jilace at which his service has terminated or at which 
he has been di.scharged, or at which any person upon 
wiiom the claim is made is or resides, and the order 
made by the Magistrate in the matter shall be final. 

64. A proceeding for the recovery of wages not 
(\vce.Hding five hundred rupees shall not be instituted 
by or on lielialf of any seaman or apprentice in any 
Colonial Court of Admiralty or in any Civil Court 
other than the Court of Small Causes where such a 
Court exists, except— 

(а) where the owner of the ship is adjudged 

bankrujit or declarftd Insolvent; 

(б) where the ship is under arrest or is sold by 

the authority of any Court; or 

(c) where a Magistrate under the authority of this 
Act refers a edaim to the Court. 

65. (i) 1 he master of a sliip shall, so far as the (;ase 
permits, have the same rights, liens and remedies for 
the recovery of his wages as a seaman has under this 
Act or by any law or custom. 

(2) If in any proceeding in any Colonial Court of 
Admiralty toncliing tlie claim of a master in reptjiect 
of wages any right of set off or counter-claim i.s set up, 
the Court may enter into and adjudicate upon all 
questions and settle all accounts then raising or out¬ 
standing and unsettled between the parties to the 
proceeding, and may direct payment of any balance 
found to be due. 

Property of Deceased Seamen. 

66 . (/) If aay seaman or apprentice belonging to 
a British ship the voyage of which is to terminate in 
British India dies during that voyage, *the master of. 
the ship shall take charge of any money or effects 
belonging to the seaman or apprentice which are on 
boaM the ship. 
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(2) The master may, if he think lit, cause any 
effects to be sold by auction at the mast or otherwise 
by public auction. 

(3) 'I'he master shall enter in the official log-book 
the following jjarticulars, namely :— 

(a) a statement of the amount of money and a 
de8crii)tion of the effects ; 

(i>) injthe ease of a sale, a description of each 
article' sold and the sum received for each,; 
and 

(c) a slatemeni of the sum due to the deceased for 
wages and of the amount of deduction, if 
any, to be made from the wages. 

(4) The said money, effeerts, proceeds of sale of 
effects, and balance of wages, are in this Act referretl 
to as the property of thc^ .seanuin or apprentice.

allow, xuay— 

(a) pay and deliver the residue to any claimants 
who can prove themselves to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the said shipping-master to be 
entitled thereto, and the said shipping- 
master shall be thereby discharged from 
all farther liability in respect of the residue 
so paid or delivered ; or 
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(6) if he thinks fit so to do, require probate or 
letters of administration or a certilleate 
under the Succession Certificate Act, 1889, vii of issh 
to be taken out, and thereupon pay aiul 
deliver the residue to the le^jal represen¬ 
tative of tlie deceased.

(f/) being Indian subjects of His Majesty are 
found at any place in British India and 
have been shipwrecked, discharged or left 
behind whether from any British ship or 
from any of His Majesty’s ships and are in 
distress in that place, or who have been 
engaged by any person acting either as 
prlncijial or agent to serve in any ship 
belonging to any fortdgn Po’^er, or to the 
subject of any foreign Stat(‘, and are in 
distress in British India; and 

(6) not being Indian subjects have been ship¬

the local authority may in accordance with the 
prescribeil conditions provide for the subsistence of 
those seaini'n and appentices (who are hereinafter 
referred to as distressed seamen) until such time as 
such atithority is able to provide them with a passage 
as hereinafter provided. 

(2) “Local authority,” in relation to the provisions

(c) in the case of distressed seamen not being 
subjects of His Majesty, to such place as 
the local authority, subject to the control of 
the Governor General in Council, may in 
each case determine. 

(2) In'default of any such ship, the local authority 
may, ffubject as aforesaid, provide such distressed 
seamen with a passage in any ship (whether British 
or foreign) bound as aforesaid. 
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76(. The local authority shall iodorso on the 
auroerneiiL with the crew of any British ship on board 
of which any distressed seaman is sent the name of 
every person so sent on board thereof, with such 
particulars concerning the case as may be proscribed. 

77 . (i) The master of every British ship shall 

receive and affortl a pa.siage and sutisisUmce to all andw. 
,distre.ssed seamen whetm he is required to take on 
board his sliip under the provisions of section Ih, not 
exceeding one for every fifty tons burden, and shall, 
during the passage, provide every such seaman with a 
proper berth or sleeping-place eflfectually protected 
against sea and weather. 

(2) If the master of any such ship fails or refuses 
to receive on hoard his ship, or to give a passage or 
HUbsisterico to, or to provide for, any such seaman 
contrary to the provisions ’of sub-section (Z), he shall, 
for each siicli .seaman with respect to whom he so fails 
or refuses, be liable to a fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees. 


78. (i) Wlien the master of a Britisli ship has Ao vn^ot 

conveyed a distressed seaman in exce.ss of tlie nuraher 
(if any) wanted to make up the complement of his 
crew to any place in accordance with the requisition of 
a local authority under this Act, such master shall be 
entitled to be paid by the Siecretary of State for India 
ill Council in re.spect of the subsistence and passage 
of such distressed seaman such sum per diem as the 
iSovernor Cleneral in Council may fix ; 

Provided that no such payment shall be made 
except on tbc production of the following documents

that such seaman was in 'distress, and that such 
expenses wore incurred in roaiiect of such seaman, 
shall be sufficient evidence that such seaman was 
relieved, conveyed homo or buried, as the case may be, 
at the expense of the revenues of India.

that reduction or bad quality according to the time of 
its continuance the followitig sums to be paid to him 
in addition to and to be recoverable as w^ages— 

(n) if his allowance is reduced by not more than 
one-thiid of the quantity specified in the 
agreement a sum not exceeding three annas 
in the case of a European seaman or other 
person shipped on the. same footing as a 
EuropeaJi seaman, or one anna in the case 
of a lascar or native seaman ; 

(b) if his allowance is reduced by more than one- 
third of such quantity, six annas in the case 
of a European seaman or other person 
shipped on the same footing as as a Euro¬ 
pean seaman, or two annas in the case of a 
lascar or native seaman ; 
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ic) in respect of such bad quality as aforesaid, a 
sura not exceeding eight annas in the case 
of a Enroiican seaman or other person 
shipped on the satne footing as a European 
seaman, or three-annas in the case of a 
lascar or native seaman.

(2) If it is shown to the satisfaction of the Court 
before which the case is tried that any provisions, 
the allowance of which has been reduced, could not 
be procured or supplied in proper quantities, and that 
proper and cf|uivalent substitutes were su]»plied in 
lieu thereof, I lie Court shall take those circumstances 
into consideration and modify or refuse the compensa- 
tiou as the justice of the case requires. 

87. (/) All foreign-going British ships and all Acj,^tofiM9. 
home-trade sliiiis of more than three hundred tons m/sIa., 
burden, shali have always on bnaiTl a sullicient supply "•* 0 ®.- 

of medicines and appliances suitable for diseases and « 

accidents likely to happen on sea voyages according 
to such scale a.s is from time to time issued by the 
local Government with the approval of the Governor 
General in Council and published in the local ofiicial 
gazette. 

(2) If any requirement in this sectioii with respect 
to the provision of medicines and appliances is not 
complietl with in the case of any sliip, tlie owner or 
master of tlifit ship shall for each offence be liable to 
a fine which may extend to two hundred rupee.s, 
unles.s lie can prove tlisit the non-coinjilijince was not 
caused by his inattention, negicct or wilful default. 

(3) Tlii.s section shall not apply to ships naviga¬ 

ting between the United King(lom and any port in 
British India and to which section 200 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1804, aiiplics, f>7*nHfi8

88 . The master of a slui» shall keep on board Act,inf 
proper weights and mpusures for determining the 
quantities of the several 'provisions and articles stu'vcd aoi, 
out and sliall allow tJie same to lie used at the time 

of serving out the provisions Jind articles in the 
presence of witnesses whenever any dispute arises 
about the quantities. If the master of a ship fails, 
without i»easonal)le cause, to eomiily with this section, 
he shall for each offence be liable to a flue wliich may 
extend to one hundred rupees. 

89. (I) If the master of, or a seaman or apprentice Act i of 
belonging to a sl:ip registered in Britisl) Imiia 
receives any hurt or injury iu the service of the ship, m. s. a., 

I he expense of providing the neces.sary surgical and 
medical advice and attendance and medicine, and also 

the exjienses .of the maintenance of the master, seaman 
or apprentice until be is cured or dies or is brought 
back to the port from which he was shipped or other 
port agreed upon, and of his conveyance to that port, 
and, in case of death, the expense, if any, of his 
burial, shall be defrayed by the ownear of the ship with¬ 
out any deduction on that account from his wages. 

(2) Where any expensea referred tio in this section 
have been paid by the master, seaman, or apprentice 
himself, the same may be recovered as if they were

Declaration between the Government of the United

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingiiom of Britain and Ireland, Empress 
of India, and the Government of the French Republic, 
desiring to regulate by a new Agreement questions 
relative to the disposal of the proceeds of wrecks on 
. the coasts of the two States, have agreed to replace the 
Declaration signed at London on tho J6th June 1879, 
by tho following arrangements :— 

Article I. 

When any ship belonging to the subjects of one of 
the two Contracting - States is wrecked or stranded on 
the coast of the other, the competent local authorities 
shall, with as little delay as possible, bri-ng the fact 
to the knowledge of the Consul General, Consul, Vice-

the due execution of the arrangements to be carried 
out for the entry and departure of the merchandise 
saved. 

In the absence, and until the arrival, of the Consuls 
General, ConsuLs, Vice-Consuls or Consular Agents, 
the local authorities shall, moreover, take all neces¬ 
sary measure.^ for the protection of the persons and 
for the preservation of the articles which shall have 
beery savetl from the wreck. 

This intervention shall not give ri.se to any charges, 
with the exception of those which the salvage opera¬ 
tions and the i)rotection of the articles saved shall 
have rendered necessary, and those to which national 
ships would, under similar circumstances, be liable. 
These charges shall be paid according to the circum¬ 
stances of the case, either by the Agents of the 
Consular service, or by their owners or their proxies. 

In case absence, sickness or any other cause should

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to consolidate as for as may be the Indian Acts 
relating to merchant shipping. The first Act now on the Indian Statute 
Book dealing with that snbject was passed in 1838 and the last in 1920, and 
during this period of nearly a century, a large number of Acts have been 
from time to time enacted by the Legislature. The result is that the law has 
become increasingly diflicult to refer to and the case for consolidation is very 
strong. 

Attempts have been made on several occasions in the past to remedy 
this state of affairs. In 1867, again in 1882, and more particuforly in the 
years 1893 to 1896, Bilis attempting to effect a complete or partial consolida¬ 
tion were brought before tlie Legislature. These attempts failed for a variety 
of causes with which it is unnecessary to enter in detail, but a possible cause 
common to all was the fact that consolidation and amendment were under¬ 
taken at the same time. If, as seems probable, the effects to consolidate and 
amend at the same time were contributory to the failures in the past, speh 
a course is not less undesirable in 1922, for the voluit^e of the law to be dealt 
with is far greater and the legislative machinery is far more complex. The 
present*Bill, therefore, does not attemxit to go beyond consolidation and that 
not even of the whole of the law which is not feasible for reasons whteh 
will be dealt with later. 

Any consolidating measure inu.st, however, necessarily involve a consi¬ 
deration of the English Statute Law on the subject, for by the enactment of 
the Imperial Statute, the great Merchant Shii)ping Act of 1894, the powers of 
the Indian Legislature were both curtailed and extended. Tlie Indian la^v 
Las therefore to be brought into legal harmony with that enactment and its 
amending Acts. Save for this purpose and in the few unimportant respects, 
- mostly necessitated by the lapse of time, which are referred to in tlie Notes 
on Clauses, no change of substance has been made intentionally. 

2 . The Bill is an imperfect consolidation of the law in one important 
respect. It leaves untouched the Indian law relating to the registration of 
ships. That law is contained in Act^XlX of 1838 and Act X of 1841 and its 
amending Act.s. The latter Acts wore passed in virtue of Act.s or Parliament 
which have been repealed, and though their provisions are saved there is no 
power to re-enact them even if it were desirable to do so. Whether they 
can now be repealed and the matter left to be dealt with by Part I of the 
English Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, which extends throughout the British 
Empire, or whether special provisions must be maintained to meet the ca.se 
'of country craft and other cla.sse.s of sJiipping provided for by these Acts 
■are matters which are beyond the scoxie of a consolidating Bill prepared 
under the auspices of the body which stands sponsor for the present 
measure. 

3. The Bill has been iirei)arod and considered by the Statute Law 
Revision Committee and they consider it a useful step towards the 
clarification of the Statute Book. 

They do not, however, recommend it should be passed into law in its 
present shape. It is abundantly evident that numerous amendments of the 
law are called for, some of which they have indicated in the Notes on 
Clauses. 

They would* recommend that the passage of the present Bill should be 
suspended at some convenient stage in its consideration by the Indian 
Legislature, and that an amending Bill drawn to harmonize with this 
consolidating measure should, when all controversial points have been 
decided, be referred for amalgamation with the present Bill.

Notes on Clauses. 

Clause 2 .—The definitions of “effects” and “wages’^are new. They 
have been inserted for purely drafting purposes, in order to shorten the 
language of the Bill and follow the definitions in the Merchant Shinning 
Act, 1894, section 742. 
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, /.—This ^cUuBe ^es not ejwctly reproduce the existing law. 

^ection lU of tUo Indian Merch^ant Shipping Act, 1859. section 5 ?f the 
Ipdtan Merchant Shipping Act, 1883, and section 5(c) of the Indian Steam * 
ships Act, *1884. except from the operation of the provisions of those Acts’ 
jespectively. ships •* belonging to His Majesty or the Government etc ” On 
the other haqd, sections 3 and 80 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act’ 1880 
except ships ^‘belonging to, or hired by. Her Maiesty or the Secretarv of 
State for India jn Council ” ; section 2 of the Native Passenger Ships Act 
1887, excepts ships of the Royal Navy and Indian Marine and “ any other 
ship for the time being in the service of Her Majesty ami the Indian 
Wireless Telegraphy (Shipping) Act, 1920, does not exempt any ships at all. 
As the exact amendment of the various provisions here noticed Itas, in the 
past, frequently been questioned, and as the Acts of 1859 and 1883 were 
amended in this respect in 1919, it seems possible that the provisions as 
consolidated in the draft Bill, will be suitable and suflicient. 


Tl\e Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, confers a special exemption in regard 
to ships belonging to a foreign State. The exemption in the English law, 
aiict the .same is also probably true as regards India, rests on the general 
exemption consequent ‘on the absolute independence* of every sovereign 
authority under the international comity which induces evei’y .sovereign 
State to respect the independence and dignity of every other sovereign State 
as a consequence of which public property which is destined for the public 
use of a State is exempt from territorial jurisdiction. See the Parleraent 
Belles (1890), 5 P. D. 197 C. A. As, however, the Indian Acts contain various 
exemptions, this clause reproduces in a generalised form the exemption 
of public ships of foreign States. There is a slight alteration in the law to 
which attention is dmwn, in that Act X of 1887, section 2(2) (Hi) cojitiues 
the exemption to ships of war. 

Clause 5 (2 ).—Section 262 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, exempts 
pleasure yachts from certain requirements of the corresponding Part, and it 
seems probable that tlie same exemption should find place in the Indian law. 
The matter is one for an niuemling Bill. 

Clause 6 (2 ).—TJiis gives the widest scope possible to our Indian legisla¬ 
tion having regard to .section 261 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. This 
l>art of the Bill flits up the lacuiue which the section in question leaves in 
the applicuition of Part II of the Imperial Act. Sub-clanse (3) of the same 
clause gives the widest application to the Part which is possible under the 
Imperial Law and refers in support of this to section 264 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894. 

Clause 6 .—The terms “shipping-master” and “shipping office” were 
orl gina ilV used in the English Merchant Shipping law, but by section 15 of 
25 ana26 Viet., O. 63, the phni.ses “ Superintendent of a mercantile marine 
office ” and “ Mercantile marine office ” were respectively substituted. From 
the drafting point of view there is no particular advantage in making the 
substitution in the Bill, and it is possible that, for administrative reasons, it 
may be undesirable to change well-known titles. Under section 742 of the 
Merchant Skipping Act, 1894, the Superintendent, so far as regards a British 
possession, includes any shipping-master or other officer discharging Jn that 
possession the duties of the Superintendent, so no difficulty arises in that 
oonnection from the retention of the word “shipping-master.”^ If for any 
administrative reason.s the substitution is considered desirable, it is a matter 
which might well be dealt with by au amending Act. 

Clause 9 .—This clause reproduces the existing law. It may be pointed 
oat that the fees payable uivon engagements and discliarges of seamen have 
been abolished in the United Kingdom and by the Statute Law Revision Act, 
55 and 56 Viet., 0. 19, the law which authorises the levy of those fees was 
repealed. 

Clause 11, _Clause 11 has been drawn in the .somewhat awkwitrd form in 

which it appears in the Bill, ns, though it reproduces the existing law, it 
seems probable that an amendment will be called for. Under the English 
law, section 92 of the Merchant Shipping Act, all ships to^ which that section 
applies are required to have at least a certificated master. 

Claisse 11 (2). _The draft Bill makes a slight change here in the existing 

iaw, as a steamship proceeding to the Straits Settlements, wonld reqnire 
OD^ueer officers only on the scale required for home-trade ships; whereas. 
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uuder section 31 of the Indian Sceam-ships Act, 1884,-she is treated in this 
respect as a foreign-going ship. It is to observed that the reference to the 
Straits Settlements was included in the definition of a “ foreign-going ship” 
contained in section 118 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, by the Indian 
Merchant Shipping Law Amendment Act, 1891, and that a similar amend¬ 
ment was not made in section 30 (ij of the Indian Steam-ships Act, 11^4. 
Attention is drawn to the point in case the matter maybe one of practical 
importance. 

Clause 11 (3). —The provision in Act VII of 1884, section 32, which is 
here re-enacted is re-enacted in an absolute form instead of depending as It 
d<^s in the existing law on an order of the Local Government. This clause, 
it is thought, is justified as it is understood that all maritime Local Govern¬ 
ments have made the order and the requii'ement is in force and is also'in 
accordance with the trend of modern legislation. 

Clause 16. —The examiners are required to report on the sobriety, ex¬ 
perience and ability of applicants for certificates as masters and mates under 
the existing Indian law. The clause as drawn extends this requiremen’i to 
the case of engineer.certificates, and* thus makes a smaii alteration in the 
law. There seems no reason why the law should not be assimilated into the 
English law, and the fact that the requirement does not exist would appear 
to J)e mainly due to the different periods of time at which the Acts here 
consolidated were enacted. As, however, a small alteration in the law is 
involved attention is drawn to this clause. 

Clause 17. —This clause omits those portions of section 12 of Act I of 
1859 which appear to be clearly spent. It further substitutes what are 
understood to be the modern designations of the Officers of the Naval or 
Royal Indian Marine officers referred to in the existing law. The Committee, 
however, are not in possession of sufficient information on the subject to 
say whether the designations employed are entirely accurate, and attention 
is drawn to this clause from that point of view. 

Clause 22. —Following the drafting of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
the provisions of the law relating to the production of certificates of com¬ 
petency to the shipping-master are separateil from those relating to the 
production of the agreement with the crew, which will be found in clause 34. 
This separation makes the drafting clearer and is necessitated by the re¬ 
arrangement of the order of the provisions incorporated in the Bill.* 

Clause 23. —The provi.sions of the Apprentices Act, 1850 (XIX of 1850)» 
relating to jipprentices to tbi; sea service have been reproduced in the Bill, 
and the references in the Apprentices Act have accoixlingly l>een repealed. 
It is thought that these provisions more appropriately belong to the law 
I'elating to Merchant Shipping, especially as they impose duties on shipping- 
masters. It may be pointed out, however, that tnese provisions merely 
refer to ships registered in British India IJt has been ascertained by inquiry 
from those conversant with the facts that apprenticeships are made in British 
India to owners of ships registered in the United Kingdom. The provisions 
of sections 108 and 109 of the Merchant Bhlpping Act, 1894, only apply in 
the United Kingdom. It seems desirable that they should be re-enaoted 
vnutatis mutandis in the Indian law, but the matter is one for an amending 
Bill. 

Clause 27. —The requirement regarding agreements with the crew under 
the existing law, which is here reproduced, only extends to home-trade 
"'Ships of three hundred tons or upwards. Attention is drawn to the pro¬ 
visions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, section 113, which requires'an 
agreement in the case of all ships, except home-trade ships of less than 
eighty tons. 

Clause 28 (2) (/),—The power to fix the scale of provisions in the case 
of lascars or other native seamen is by the existing law conferred on the 
Local Government, with the previous sanction of the Governor General in 
Council. This provision is reproduced in the Bill, but the re^arraugement 
of the Bill brings out the inconsistemey of this division of the powers when 
it is considered that the form of agreement is to be sanctioned by the 
Governor General in Council. There appears to be some case for a considera¬ 
tion of an amendment of the law. * 
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ClcittS 0 28 (^) (£/')• Til© rGloroiico to shoft ullowunco of provisions horoiii 
.contained reproducefl the existing law, but it is understood tiuit in the 
sanctioned form of agreement this punishment has long been struck out. 
In these circumstances here also there appears to bo a case for the amend¬ 
ment of the law. 

Clause 38^-^Thia clause reproduces the existing law, but it is for con¬ 
sideration whether some amendment is not desirable. 'IMie clause relate.s 
to the engagement of seamen “ to proceed to any port out of British India.” 
This would include some home-trade voyaees. The question seems to arise, 
therefore, whether some amendment is not necessary. 

Clattse ,49.—The existing law is reproduced by this clause, but the 
attention of Government might be called to the provi.sions of section 1H7 
.of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, which enables small questions of wages 
te be dealt with in tlie case of foreign-going 8hi|)s witiiout a written 
agreeement. The matter is not, however, one that can be dealt with in a 
consolidating Bill. 

*Clause 56. —Sub-clanse {2) of this clause is new. It is based on section 
86 (//) of* the Merchant "Shipping Act, 1894. As will be seen it is merely 
a drafting amendment, and, therefore, may reasonably be inserted in a 
consolidating Bill. It remedies a defect in the section which is obvious. 

Clause 59 .—In connection with this clause attention is drawii to the 
provisions of section 160 of the Merchant Shipping Act. 1894, under which 
a seaman is not entitled to wages where his illness is only caused by his own 
default. Appare?»tly under the Indian law a man is entitled to wages in 
those c i re u m s r a n ces. 

Clause 63 ,—This reproduces the (?xi8ting law, but some amendment is 
desirUble, as the ludiaji law does not recognise a summary suit before a 
Magistrate. 

Clause 65. —St'ction 167 (2) of the Merchant Sliipping Act, 1894, gives the 
master and the persons lawfully acting, owing to lus illness, for the master 
similar rights in respect of lawful disbursements," Tl»is is a iirovision which 
might well find place in an amending Bill. 

Clause 75 il) (c ).—The ]>rovision here reproduced is that contained iji 
section 86 (c) of Act VII of 1880. It seems somewhat anomalous that the 
control over the local authority which is appointed by the Local Govern¬ 
ment [clause 74 (^)], should be vested in the Governor General in Council. 

Clause 9S .—This clause reprodii<*eH the existing law, and follows the 
Merchant Shipi)ing Act, 1854, which only applies to sljips before arrival 
in dock or the place of discharge. A substantial amendment is necessary 
if the Indian law is to be brought into harmony with the English law 
contained in section 218 of the Merchant Shipinng Act, 1894. 

Clause 147 .—Under .section 868 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the 
provisioim of Part 111 of that Act (other than the provi.sions relating to 
passenger steamers only) do not apply to British India, but by stib-section (2) 
of that section, the Go\Vrnor General in Council is, by Act, allowed to declare 
that ail or.any provisions of Part III shall apply to the carriage of steerage 
pasHenger.s upon any voyage from any specified port whatsoever. Tljis section 
in the Merchant Shipping Act, 1891, is base<l on section 99 of 18 and 19 Viet., 
O. 119 (the Passengers’ Act, 185oh Under the powers conferred by that Act, 
the Indian Sea Pas.sengers’ Act, 185.5, was passed. The Passengers' Act dealt 
with the carriage of passengers of all classes. Section 868 referred to above 
only deals with the carriage of steerage passengers. The provisions of the 
Indian Sea Passengers’ Act were, in effect, made applicable to certain 
voyages specified in section 8 of that Act, and to those vojmges the provi¬ 
sions of sections 278 and 274 aiid Schedule VII of the Pas.sengers’ Act were* 
applied. The corresponding provisions of tlie Merchant Shiiiping Act^of 
1894 are the jvrovisions in case of wreck contained in sections 832, 838, 834 
and 335 of the Act of 1894, and thfese provisions have been incorporated in a 
Schedule to the Bill. 

' Section 368 (3) provides that an Act passed in virtue of the power con¬ 
ferred by that section shall not have effect under the ‘section unless It is 
reserved for the signification of His Majesty’s pleasure thereon,' or contains 
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it suspend ill g clause providing that the Act shall not come into operation 
until His Miijeaiy’.s pleasure thereon has been publicly- signified in British 
India. Hection 368 does not contain a proTiaion with reference to Acts 
j)as.sed under tbe power reproduced thereby similar to that in section 735, 
siih-section (2) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. It will,* therefore, 
appear to be necessary to insert a clause making the repeal of the existing 
law take effect from’’'the date on which His Majesty may signify his 
pleasure. 

Part IV. —The clauses of the Bill in this Part are a consolidation of the 
Native Passenger Ships Act, 1887 (X of 1887), and tlie Pilgrim Ships Act, 
189.2 (XIV of 189,5). Tliough po.ssibly for some reasons it might be more 
convenient to keep these Acts separate, it is impossible to <lo,so in a con¬ 
solidation Bill, as a large number of the clauses of the two Acts are verbatim 
reproductions. The plan adopted lias been to state the general provisions 
whicdi apply to both clas.ses of ships, and tlien to proceed to deal with tl>e 
special rules which relate only to the particular class in question. 

Clause, 149 (2). —It has been found desirable to define “native passenger 
ship ”, and the reference in the jirovision is to clause 147 (2). 

('Jause 21S. —In this clause and in the clau.se following, clause 219, 
regarding the marking of load-lines, the provisions of the existing law have 
been con.solidated so as to bring together, subj(‘ct to the exceptions provided 
by the Part, the provisions of the law relating both to British and foreign 
ships. 

Clause 228. —This clause contains the saving for foreign ships contained 
in Act VII of 1880, and the Bill as drawn in this form makes it possible to 
summarise the provisions relating to overloading and improper loading and 
the marking of the deck of load-lines covering the cases of all chusses of 
ve.ssels. 

Clause 288. —This clause contains the special provisions, in the applica¬ 
tion to foreign ships, of the provisions us to detention which are containetl 
in section 8.5 of Act VII of 1880. 

Clauses 240 — 245. —These clauses consoli<late the law in regard to the 
provision of wireless telegraphy on boaid ship.s, which seem to fall appro¬ 
priately under this part of the Bill. 

Pari VI. —This Part separates from the main body of the Act the provi¬ 
sions of the law in regard to shipping inquiries in Courts. In this res|)ect 
it follows the Merchant Shii)ping Act, 1894, and the arrangement is probably 
convenient. 

Clause 251. —The power to legislate to give power to hold an inquiry in 
the case of a master, mate or engineer holding a certificate under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, is restricted by section 478 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, to the cases mentioned in clause (6) of sub-clause <i) of 
that clau.se. It seems desirable that this limitation should appear on the 
face of the Act and accordingly it has been inserted in this clause. 

Clause 258. —The imwer conferred by section 472 of the Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1894, appears to .suj)crsode the power in .section 80 of Act I of 1859 
as regards Courts having Admiralty jurisdiction, and the reference in this 
clause is intended to draw attention to the existence of that power. 

Clause 265. This clause #dve8 power to Courts, in ports where there is 
no Colonial Court of tbe Admiralty, to remove a master. 

« 

Clause 280. —This clause brings together the officers or other persons 
who are by various sections of the Act consolidated and dechared to-be 
public servants within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of I860). 
This consolidates the provisions as to the place of trial which are scattered 
over the various Acts. 

Clause 281. —This consolidates, in as general a form as possible, the 
scattered provisions as to tbe depositions of witnesses who cannot be 
produced. 

Section 112 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, does not confine tbe 
power to try cases thereunder to first class Magistrates, but under the 
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exisUng law it is only MagistmteH of the first class who can cases sum¬ 
marily. In the Act of 18S0 there is no special provision as to the class of 
Magistrate who may try offences except section 54, which provides that 
Chapter III should be taken as part of the Indian Merchant Shipi)itig Act, 
1859, and the same remark applies to the Act of 1883. Section 38 of the’ 
liidian Steam-sKips Act, 1884, contains the provision which appears in the 
Bill, whihsi. the Native Passenger Ships Act. 1887, and the Pilgrim Ships 
Act, 1895, confine the power to try cases under those Acts to Magistrates of 
the first and second classes. The Indian Wireless Telegraphy (Shipxnng) 
Act, 1920, imposes no limitation, l his clause, therefore, does not exactly 
reprotluce the existing law. but it is suggested that, in a Bill of this kind, it 
would be difficult, and possibly is not necessary, to specify various offences 
as triable,‘respectively, by first and second class Magistrates. 

• Clause 284 .—This places in the aiipropriate part of the Bill the provi¬ 
sions for enforcing the detention of a ship. 

Clause 286 .—This consolidates the various provisions scattered through 
the Act as to the levy of wages, fines, etc., by description of the ship. 

Clause 288 .—This gives general application to the provisions of two Acts 
regarding the application of fines imposed under the Act. 

, Clause 289 (i).—This clause follows the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
section 723, in that it gives to the shipping-master a power of entry on board 
British ships in all cases and not only, as in .section 30 of the Indian 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, reproduced in clau.se 41 of the Bill, for the 
purpose of preventing a seaman from being shipped contrary to the provi¬ 
sions of that Act.

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STATEMENT GF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

A centi^asylum has for some years been established at Ranchi for the 
reception of Enropean lunatics from Northern India. As it was intended to' 
serve the needs of several provinces the whole initial coat of the buildinas 
and equipment was met from Imperial funds, but the Provincial Governments 
concerned agjraed to pay the cost of maintenance of all lunatics maintained 
in the hospital from their provinces. The recovery of these charges has 
now inoidentivlly been placed upon a legal basis by the enactment of the 
Indian Lunacy (Amendment) Act, 1922, but the Government of Bihar and 
Oilssa still anticipate considerable diihcnlties in financing the hospital 
which in a great measure has been instituted to meet the needs of other 
provinces. • 

. With the separation of provincial from central finances which has 
followed the introduction of the Reforms, the Government of India are 
unable to finance the hospital to a greater extent than is pergiissible under 
the Devolution Rules. That is, the Central Government can meet the cost of 
maintenance of lunatics from places under the Central Government who are 
maintained iu the ho.spitai, and otherwise can only make advances to the 
Local Government from central revenues under Devolution Rule 25. In 
order to meet these difiGculties, it is considered that it is desirable to make 
over the hospital to a Board of Trustees on which tlie various provinces 
interested in the maintenance of the hospital would be represented and 
which would be responsible for its proper upkeep under the control of the 
Government of Bihar and Orissa. The ordinary annual cliarges would be 
met by the Board by recoveries from the patients and Local Governments 
concerneti, and the Board would be placed iu fuJids until such recoveries 
become due by an advance from the central revenues, ami tlie caiJital cost 
ordriginul works would also be met by similar advances. Such advances 
would be repaid to the Central Government by equated instalments of 
principal and interest within such periods as wouhl be fixed in each case. 
The object of the present Bill is to give effect to this scheme. It provides fo^ 
the incorporation of the Boaixi of Trustees, the jiowers of the Board and the 
restrictions upon the powers of the Board. The Government of Bengal is given 
greater representation on the Board than other Local Governments, because 
58 jKir cent, of the inmates of the hospital come from that province. In addi¬ 
tion arrangements are included for the control and supersession of the Board, 
in the event of its failure to perform its duties or of its repeated failure fo 
to i)erform its duties. Finally, the Bill provides for the dissolution ol the 
Board at any time and the re-vesting of the funds and other property of the 
Board in the Government of Bihar and Orissa on behalf of His Majesty. An 
order to this effect can. however, only be made by the Government of Bihar 
and Orissa with the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
and the intention is that such sanction shall not be granted^ unless suitable 
provision is made by the Local Government for safeguarding the interests 
of other Local Governments which have contributed to the maintenance of 
lunatics in the Asylum.

The general Conference of the International Labour Organisation of the 
League of Nations convened at Washiiigton on the 29th October, 1919, 
adopted a* Draft Convention concerning tlie ininimum age for admisaion of 
children to industrial eoiplojinent. Articles (c) of the Conve.ntionprohibits, 
inter afta.^he employment of childi'en under twelve years of age in the 
handling of goods in docks, quays and wharves but exclnding transport by 
hand. On the recommendation of the Legislative Assembly and the Council 
of State, the Governor Gleneral in Council has ratified the whole of the Con¬ 
vention, and the Government of India are now under an obligation to make 
the provisions of Article 6 (o effective. The object of the present Bill is to 
fulfil this 6bligation so far as the employment of children in the handling of 
gpods in docks, quays and wharves is concerned.

Whereas it is expedient for the purpose of pre¬

1. (7) This Act may be called the Cotton Trans¬ 
port Act, 192 .

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND HEASONS. 

The Indian Cotton Committee, which was appointed in 1917, brought to 
notice— 


(1) that the practice of adultemting long staple cotton with short 

staple was very prevalent at the gins and press-houses in oertaip 
long staple areas, the object being to^eeoure for the mixture 
the higher prices offered for long staple ; 

(2) that, owing to the consequent mixture of seed, there was consider¬ 

able deterioration in the cultivation of many of the superior 
varieties of cotton ; • 

(3) that soft cotton waste was also used for the purpose of adulteration 

with ** kapas" (the. natural floss) \ and 

(4) that short staple cotton was frequently railed to a long staple area 

and re-booked thence, even without mixing, as long staple 
cotton. 

2. As instances of (/) and (2), the Committee quoted the imports of short 
staple cotton into the Broach tract, the result of which hak been that Broach 
cotton has largely lost its former reputation. Other superior viBurietien of 
cotton are threatened with the same fate. The practice. dMcrih^ under . (4f) 
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above is facilitated by the trade custom whereby cotton is boui?ht and sold 07 i 
the name and reputation of the urea where it purports to havT been ^otn • 
i.e, on the.name of the railway station from which tbe bales are last l^)oked ’ 
3. Ihese malpractices are exercising so serious and dangerous aii 
infineiice on the industry as a whole, that the necessity oI taking Govern¬ 
mental actioi)^ has become a matter of immediate imiiortance The Bill 
provides a remedy by enabling Local Governments to prevent inferior cotton 
or cotton-waste, as defined, from being imported, except under licence into 
areas which it is desired to protect. ’ 

The principal provisions of the Bill are as follows :— 


(1) LmuI Governments are empowered, with the previous consinit of 
the Provincial Legislature, to define the areas and to notify Uie 
stations whicli should be regardt'd as protected. Oonsignnieiiis 
of cotton are not allowed to Any sncb notitied station except 
from otlter notified stations in the same area. 


(20 It is necessary to make certain exceptions to the prohibition in 
favour, for instance, of mill-owners within the area requiring 
. extraneous cotton and of purchasers of cotton waste foi- indus¬ 
trial purposes. Ixical Governments ai’e accordingly etnj)owered 
to frame rules for a licensing system and to appoint the authoi i- 
ties for the issue of licences. 


(3) Station masters or other railway servants responsible for llie 
delivery of goods or parwls are prohibited under penalties from 
delivering cotton improperly cuiisignetl to their stations.

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RECONSTITUTION OF THE BOARD OF THE AGRICUL- 
TURAL DEPARTMENT IN BENGAL.

For some time past the question of the reconstitution of the existing 
Board of the Agricultural DepartmiMii in Bengal has been engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the Govoriimeiit of B engal (Ministry of AgiMculture.and Public Works)-. 
The question was also discussed at the seeoiid annual conference of the Board 
teld at Dacca in August 1921, and the Hon’ble Minister then expressed his 
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intention of reconstituting the Hoard on a more popular and representative 
basis. It has now been decided that the constitution of the Board will be as 
follows :— , 

(a) Official meinhcrs — 

(1) The Director of Agriculture, Bengal ... President {ex ojfficto). 

(2) The Deputy Directors of Agriculture in Bengal. 

(3) The Agricultural Exports in Bengal (including the Deputy 

Director of Sericulture, Bengal). 

(4) The Special Officer for Agricultural Education. 

(b) Non-ojfficial members — 

(1) Rai Abinash Chandra Banarji Bahadur, m.a., M.L.r., 

Birbhum. 

(2) Mr. Sarat Kumar Roy, Digliapatia, Rajshahi. 

(3) Rai Jadu Nath Mazumdar Bahadur, m.a., c.j.e!, m.k.a., 

Jessore. 

(4) Mr. Satis Chandra Roy, Zamindar, Comilla. 

(6) Khan Bahadur Ershad Ali Chaudhury, Natorc, Rajshahi. 

(6) Khan Bahadur Maulvi Hemayetuddin Ahmed, ChairMan, 

Di.strict Board, Barisal. 

(7) Babu Kumud Nath Mallick, Ranaghat. 

The non-official members will hold office for a pericxl of two years. 

2: The duties of the Board will be mainly advisory ; they will advise 
Government on matters referred to them for opinion or on any other matter 
which the President may consider suitable for discussion. There will be 
regular quarterly meetings of the Board to whicli visitors may bo invited. 
Tlie President is also empowered to convene meetings to bo held at other 
times when ho considers it necessary to do so. 

3. There will also be an annual general meeting which will be held on 
such date and at siicli place as the Prp8idt?nr may decide. To it the D(‘part- 
ment of Industries and the Co-operative and Veterinary Departments will 
send representatives, and the Dinjctor of Agriculture is emriowerod to invite 
other officials interested in agriculture, large land-owiu'rs, representative 
agriculturists, representative.s of allied trades and others interested in rural 
development, selected in such a mannor as to be representative of the agri¬ 
cultural interests of each district throughout the l‘residency.

The report of tbe magisterial enquiry into the alleged miscondnct of the Military 
* Police at the railway station, Chittagong, on the night of the 20th October 

19 ^ 1 . 

On the night of the 20th October 1921, a p.Trty of the military })olice on 
duty outside the entrance hall of the Chittagong railway station was stonc'd 
and mobbed by a crowd which had g.athered there to see ceriaiu prisoners 
who were being convej'ed to Calcutta that night. Tt was nec('ssary for the 
military police to push the crowd hack and to clear the space round the 
entrance to the railway station, and in tin? prwess minor injuries vvcre 
received by various members of the crowd. As the incident was grossly 
mis represented in some quarters. Government thought it advisable tliat an 
onijuiry should he held, and the report of Rai Suresh Chandra Singh Bahadur, 
Deputy Magistrates, was received by Government on the 2iid December 1921. 
Criminal cases were pending at that time against certain persons and the 
publication of tlie report might have prejudiced this case ; theso ])Vococdings 
have now ended in conviction, and the inagistratii’s report is published for 
general information. 

The Governor in Council agrees with the eouclusions of Iho magistrate, 
and considers that there was no justitic^atiou for the attempt made in certain 
quarters to describe this iiicitieut as a “Gurkha outrage.” 

Orokr.—O rdered that a copy of the resolution be published in the; 
Calcutta Gazette and that copies he forwarded to the (Commissioner of the 
Chittagong Division and the Inspector-General of Police, Bengal, for informa¬ 
tion.

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REPORT. 

Mr. L. B. Burrows, Additional District Maj^istrate, originally received 
orders, through the Divisional Commissioner, on tbe 8th November 1921 to 
liold a formal enquiry into the alleged misconduct of the military police at 
the milway statioh, Chittagong, on the night of the 20th October. The 
Additional Magistrate fixed the 21st November as the opening day of his 
enquiry, because the European Inspector of Police (witness No. 1) had 
meanwhile been transferred to Kharagpore, but this date was altered to the 
Ifjtli November on the receipt of orders from Government, asking for a 
report by the 2l8t, if possible. Notices were issued for both dates, to the 
]>! inoipal executive officers, recognised public bodies and associations, and 
to the public generally, calling on all persons, who conld throw light on the 
matter under enquir 3 % if' appear and give evidence Meanwhile as soon as 
iie received the orders referred to above, the Additional Magistrate informed 
the higher authorities that he had been present at the railway station on 
the night of the 20th October and that he would probably be reciuired as a 
witness. Later on, and before any orders had been received on the Addi¬ 
tional Magistrate’s representation, "the Secretary of the Bur Association 
wrote pointing out that the purpose of the enquiry would be better served 
if it were conducted by some other officer. As a result, I received orders 
from Government to conduct the enquir^-^ and commenced it* on the 16th 
November. 

2. At the outset, I was informed that the enquiry would be boycotted 
by the public, but it was, as a matter of fact, attemled throughout by several 
pleaders, muktears and other members of the general public, several of 
whom took notes of the proceedings and also cros.s-examined some of the 
witnesse.s. The local authorities were represented bj* a senior vakil, wlm 
examined 25 witnesses on behalf of those authorities. All these witues.ses 
were tendered for croa.H-oxamination, but advantage was not taken of this 
excej)t in the case of witnesses No.s. 20, 21, 24, 2.6 and 27. In addition 16 
members of the i)ublic came forw.nrd to give evidence, but onlj* seven of 
them were cross-examined because the remaining nine did not appear on the 
day following their examination-in-chief though requested to do so. 

3 Before proceeding to con.sider all this evidence, it may bo as well to 
glance briefly at the general conditions and circumstances under which the 
incident of the 20th October occurred. Since tin? month of April last, Chitta¬ 
gong has been the centre of great activity on the ])art«>C the iion-co-op«ratoj\s 
in connection with the Chandpur cool ie * affair, the A.ssam-Hengal ItailwaN' 
.strike, the Kliilafat and allied agitations, and the campaign against foreign 
cloth. Constant public speeches by various leiul('r.s of the party have excited 
the public mind unduly and various incidents liave occurred not ealculute«l 
to allay such e.xcitjwnent. Among oth<;r things, it was necessary to take 
proceedings against several local leaders ut)dcr section 108, Cr. P. C,, while 
Mr. J. M. Sen Gupta, the recognisial leader ainong local leaders and the 
President of the Hailway Employees’Union, had to be prosecuted along with 
eighteen other persons for organising an illegal jiroeession and continuing as 
a member of an unlawful assembly after the latter had been ordered to 
<iisperse by the District Magistrate in person. Tlie trial aroused consider¬ 
able public interest and was concluded before the Additional Distnet 
Magistrate on the 20th Octoljer, wlien all the accused persons were sentenced 
to three months’ rigorous imprisonment under section 1.51, I.P.C. In accord¬ 
ance with the general orders on tlie subject, arrangements were made to trans¬ 
fer these political prisoners to the Alipore Central .Tail the same night. News 
•of this intended transfer was e.vidtintly circulated throughout the town and 
its neighbourhood, and a crowd commenced to a.ssemble at about 4 P.M. outside 
the jail gate. Various acts of rowd,vism, detailed in the evidence of wit¬ 
nesses Nos. 2, 3, 4. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 23, 2.5, and 27, were committed by the 
crowd, including the burning of foreign cloth, the stripping of passers-by of 
foreign apparel, the shouting of iiolitical cries, and the abuse of Police 
Officers. Reinforcements had to be summoned from the Buxirhat beat, but 
the crowd continued to swell in numbers until it extended all the way 
from the jail gate to the railway station—a distance of about three 
quarters of a mile. The police force deputed to escort the prisoners 
to the station, and consisting of three Sub-Inspectors, two Assistant 
Sub-Inspectors and a sufficiently lars^e number of constables under 
Sergeant Penny, ariived at the Jail at about 7 p.ii. As stated by the officers 
of the escort party (witnesses Nos. 2, 3, 23, 23 and 27) and corroborated by 
mon-official witness No. 28, considerable difficulty was experienced In 
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gettiug the carriages to convey the prisoners inside tlie jail compound. It 
is in evidence that Sub-Inspector Sachindra Kumar Bhauinik (witness No. 27) 
was stoned at this point. The crowd surrounded the carriages as the 
prisoners were taken out of the jail premises by the escort part 3 ». Torches were 
imjjrovised out of split bamboos taken from the jail fencing. A band and 
Sankirtan parties joined the profession and added to the uproar. There was 
also a display of flre-vvorks, accompanied by the frequent firing of bombs. 
All shades of political opinion were represented in the procession, but every¬ 
one now disowns re.sponsibility for its elaborate organisation, because 
it was in fact illegal, being in direct contravention of jbhe general proliibition 
of such processions by the Superintendent of Police under section 30(^) of 
Act V of 1861. 

4. It Das, however, been claimed that the procession, whatever its 
legality may have been, moved in a quiet and orderly fashion without 
obstruction to or annoyance of persons la^wfully einploj^ed. It is, neverthe¬ 
less, admitted that pieketting and biirhitig of foreign cloth took place. 
Further, the evidence shows that the road was obstructed at various 
points *and that the police officers had to descend from their carriages 
to clear a patli through the surrounding crowd. Members of tlie crowd 
are said* to have abrnsed and spat, at tliese police olJicers, and Sub-Ins¬ 
pector Sacliindra Kumar llhaumik (witness No. ii7) wa.s hit on the head 
by ,a bami)oo thrown near the District Board Office. Assistant Sub-lns- 
pectoi Birondru Kumar Baruri (witness No. 2) and Head-Constable Samsul 
Hilda (witness No. li) were iiit on the ears by brick-bats, and the 
whole escort jiarty was treated to a more or less continuous shower 
of various missile.s. Both official and non-official evidence (witnesses Nos. 7, 
9, 11, 29 anti 82) proves the bolding up of Abdul Jubbar Sadagar’s 
carriage and the snatching and tearing up of his chaddar and shirt. 
Blibu Nabu Kunuir Banerjee (witness No. 7), a clerk in the office of 
the Deputy’’ TralHc Superintendent, Chittagong, bad his foreign coat torn 
and .stripped olV. As has been stated, the condition.s were ripe for such 
rowd.yiHm on ilie part of the followers of and sj’mpathisers with the incar¬ 
cerated loader, Mr. Sen Gupta, anti the evidence shows that they did actually' 
intlulge in such excesses with the. idea of demonstrating their sympathies 
in practical form. Apprehending further developments of such expre.ssions 
of excitement and ill-feeling, the ofiicer-in-charge of Kotwali police-station 
(witness No. 11) telephoned to the Superintendent of Police (witness No. 13) 
at the Chittagong Club, informing him of what was taking place.' Mr. 
Cornish, the Superintendent of Police, consulted the District Magistrate 
(witness No. 12), and it was decided that the oiscort should be strengthened 
to prevent more serious trouble at the railway station. The District Magis¬ 
trate is .said to have suggested that the escort might be strengthened with 
tlie oi’diiiarj' or armed police, but it wins ascertaineil that there w^ere only 
five or six men available in the lines at this lime, the I'emainder of the force 
having already been deputed to maintain order outside the jail and along 
the road leading to the raiJwaj’^ station. The District Magistrate thereupon 
requested Captain Wood (witness No. 15), the Commanding Officer of E. F. 
Rifles, who was also at the Club, to send a foi'ce of forty of hia men under 
a native officer to the railway station to reinforce the Police. Mr. Cornish 
.says in evidence that both he and Captain Wood personally instructed the 
Indian Officer to accomparo’^ the force of Military Police. The fact that the 
Commanding Officer did not accompany the force supports the coiiclusiou 
that it was uot the intention of the Civil authorities to use the Military 
Police for the immediate purpose of dispersing the crowd. It appears from 
the evidence of Captain Wood that the order about sending a force of forty 
sepoys under an Indian Officer was somehow distorted over the telephone, 
with the result that the whole detachment of ninetj'-two men, under two 
Indian Officers, marched down to the railway station. The detachment 
was accompanied by Inspector Malins of the Bengal Police (witness No. 1) , 
and was timed to arrive at the station about the same time as the escort 
party with the prisoners. It is clear that the Military Police was intended 
primarily to assist the ordinary police in maintaining order and preserving 
the public peace, and there can be no doubt that this step was quite 
juatined in the circumstances reported and actually existing. After allow¬ 
ing reasonable time for the Military Police to reach the railway station, 
the District Magistnito in company with Mr. Burrows, the Additional 
District Magistrate, and Mr. Cornish; the Superintendent. of Police, left 
the Club for his bungalow by car, intending to ring up the station and 
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ascertain bow affairs were proceeding. But when they pulled up the car 
at the foot of the bill on which the District Magistrate’s bungalow stands, 
they heard loud shouting from the'direction of the railway station. 
Thinking that a. serious riot migiit be in progress, the District Magistrate, 
accompanied by* the Additional Magistrate and the Superintendent of 
Police, drove at once in the same car to the railway station. By the 
time the District Magistrate and party arrived there, everything was found 
to be quiet and peaceful in and around the railway station and a large 
crowd was seen dispersing quietly. The train with the prisoners left 
the station shortly after their arrival, and having stayed on the platform 
fqi- another five minutes or so, the Distidct Magistrate and other officials 
returned home. 

5. Coming now to the evidence of the occurrence under enquiry, it 
will bo seen from the evidence of Inspector Malins (witness No. 1) and 
other witne.sses. that the disorderly and vast crowd moving in procession 
with the prisojiers was sighted on the main road near the eastern approach 
to the railway station, when the detachment of the Gurkha Military, Police 
entered the station compound by the western approach from the main road 
on the Pahartali side. Both tlie approach roads meet‘under the portico 
of the railway station, in front of the main entrance to the platform. It is 
also admitted, on all hands, that a very large crowd had gathered and spread 
over every inch of available space within the station area l)efore the 
procession with the prisoners arrived. The railway jdatform was crowded, 
and the portico with the approaches were all packed. Babu A{)arna Charan 
Kanango (non-official witness No. 28) says that he tried to keep the crowd under 
the portico in check sometime before the procession with the prisoners had 
entered the station area by the eastern approach, but his own evidence 
suggests the inference that the crowd n^assembled under the portico as 
quickly as he shoved them back. The evidence shows that thousands of 
men had already gatheivd and that there was a general rush and scramble 
for i)lace.s. Th6 Military Police marched up to the western approach, 
moving the crowd before them, and halted under the portico, while Inspec¬ 
tor Malins (witness No. 1) and Jamadar Mendaram (witness No. 18) entered 
the railway platform to make the necessary dispositions. Part of the 
detachment then went on to the station platform, while the other part 
remained outside under the portico. As the escort party with the prisoners 
came up the eastern approjich to the portico, the crowd already as.seinhled in 
the space between was inevitably dri von towards the portico and comineiiced 
to encroach upon the .space occupied by the detachment. The Gurkhas 
were thus pressed from all sides and found it difficult to hold their own. 
At this stage, some persons in the crowd commenced throwing stones, etc., 
at the Gurkhas. One Kalicharan rifleman (witne.ss No. 19» was hit on the 
chest, w’hile Nubinram rifleman (witness No, 18) was injured on the knee. 
Rifleman Paniram (witness No. 17) says that one of ilie crowd tried to 
wrest away his rifle by force. The weapon was recovereti by Pauirain, 
after a scuffle, with the assistance of Havildar Lowaiiim (witness No. 20). 
The shower of stones and brickbats, coupled with the pressure of the crowd 
from all directions, was apparently too much for the patience and forbear¬ 
ance of the comparatively small band of military police, charged with the 
duty of maintaining order and preserving peace; apart from their oniers 
in this connection, their natural instincts of self-preservation and 
self-defence asserted themselves and caused tjiem to shove back the 
hostile crowd some 40 or 50 yards from the portico towaiiis the east. 
The suggestion is that the story about pressure from the crowd: 
accompanied by the throwing of stones, is an after thought,—but it 
is in evidence that both Jamadar Mlndaram (witness No. 16) and 
Inspector Malins (witness No. 1) were told about these incidents as 
soon as the Gtrrkhas reformed ranks’’on being recalled. The Jamadar 
adds that stones continued to be thrown after the Gurkhas had fallen 
back and that he was himself hit then. Further, Sub-Inspector Saebindra 
Kumar Bbaumik (witness No. 27) confirms this, while the Superintendent 
of Police (witness No. 13) corroborates Inspector Malins as to the immediate 
reporting of the stone-thro wing. Oaptaiu Wood (witness No. 15) says 
also that one of his officers reported everything to him the following 
morning. Among the non-official witnesses, the testimony of Baba Ranjan 
La) Sen, B.L. (witness No- 38), a pleader of the local bar, supports that of 
the official witnesses. He .'says that there was a great rush towards the 
protico as Ithe procession approached it by the eastern passage and that 
this was followed by a counter-rush on the part of the Gurkhas. He 
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was not in a position to see whether or not a shower of stones and brick¬ 
bats preceded the Gurkha-rush. It has been stated by most of the non¬ 
official witnesses that a stampede followed, and huddled as the crowd was» 
it is not difficult «to picture bow many of them must have knocked one 
another over, trodden on each other and being knocked against railing 
and other obstacles all around in the general confusion and rush to escape. 
Of the l6 n6n-official witnesses, 5 have shown me injuries on various parts 
of their bodies, said to have been received in the course of the alleged 
*' Gurkha outrage ”. I have not heard any medical evidence as to the 
probable cause of their injuries, but it is quite possible that some 
of them Were caused in the manner mentioned above. At the same time 
it is also qjrite likely that some of the injuries were caused by the butt- 
ends of rifles, used to press back the turbulent and aggressively encroaching 
crowd, but the point is that none of the injuries were serious nor more 
severe than the necessities of the situation demanded, nor was any 
complaint made about them to the authorities at the station or subse¬ 
quently. It is a well-known principle of law that a man has the right to 
inflict in self-defence any injury not greater than that which he expects to 
bo inflicted on himself ^if he oners no defence, artd the conclusion I have 
arrived at in this particular instance is tlnit, whatever injuries the Gurkhas 
may have been responsible for, these were not excessive in a situation 
wlT ore kid-glove methods might have led to far more serious trouble. The 
whole incident did not occupy more than a few minutes, and it occurred 
suddenly and under grave provocation to a body of men who were 
trying to carry out the duties allotted to them. After careful considera¬ 
tion of the whole evidence given before me, I have come to the following 
conclusions:— 

■ (1) That the use of the Gurkha Military Police in the circumstance 

was quite justified; this is, in fact, admitted in the evidence 
of Babu Anuada Charan DutUi, M.A., B.L., M.L.C. (witness No. 26). 

(2) That their action in driving back the disorderly crowd from the 

immediate precincts of the railway station w'as within their 
prescribed duty of preserving order. 

(3) That the said action was not a deliberate and unprovoked attack 

on inoffensive persons, but was taken on the spur of the moment 
. under grave provocation from an aggressive crowd, and was 
justified by the necessities of the situation. 

(4) That any injuries that may have been caused did not exceed their 

right of private defence, and were necessary in order to preserve 
the public peace and to prevent possible further trouble. 

(5) That the District Magistrate, Superintendent of Police and 

Additional Magistrate were not present at or near the spot 
when the incident occured.

Explanatory. —This special forecast deals with the final eatiinates of 
acreage and yield of the wheat crop of this Presidency and is published as a 
special case under Government orders. The usual final forecast will be 
published in May as in previous years. 

Character of tho season. —Since the issue of the second forecast in 
the end of February last, th.o crop is reported to have further deteriorated* in 
the districts of Murshidabad, Dinajpur, Pabna, Myinensingb and Faridpur 
as a consequence of the prolonged drought. The slight rain that fell in some 
places in the end of January and beginning of February was too late apd 
inadequate to improve the situation. On the whole, the season may be 
regarded as an unfavourable one for the crop. 

Arcs sown. —According to the estimates of the District Officers, the 
total area under wheat amounts to 124,100 acres against 116,900 acres 
reported both in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. —From the District Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn 
works out at 67 per cent, of the normal this year, against 84 and 86 per cent, 
respectively in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Taking the normal yield to be 8^ maunds per acre, the gross yield of 
the crop for the province is estimated at about 26,000 tons against 30,700 
and 31,400 tons respectively in the corresponding and final forecasts of last 
year.

Order—By the Govenimeut of India, Finance Dei)artinont. 

With the previous sanction of tiie Secretary of State in Council, the 
Governor-General in Council is pleased to issue the following- ^^eneral orders 
under rule 16 of the devolution rules:— 

SliCTlON I.— Shoi'l title and date of effect 

1. These orders may be called the Treasury Oixleis, and they shall come 
into force with i fleet from the 1st March 1922. 

Skction 11.— Definitions. 

2. In these orders 

(a) The Bank mejins the Imperial Bank of India or any branch of the 
Imperial Bank of India. 

(h) Collector means the cluef oflicer in charjje of the revenue adminis¬ 
tration of a district. 

■ (c) Principal Auditor is used in tlie sense in which it is defined in the 
rules made under section 96-D of the Government of India Act. , 
(d) Treasury includes a sub-treasury. 

te) Traamr//means the officer in immediate executive charge 
of a treasury. 


Section III .—Location of moneys standing in the public account. 

.S. Moneys standing in tlie public account must be either retained in a 
treasury or deposited in the Bank. The conditions under which they are 
deposited in the Bank are governed by the terms ot the agreement of the 
Secretary of State in Council with the Bank. 
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Section IV. —General system of treasury contr>>l. 

i. Unless in any case the Governor in Council, with the concurrence of 
the Auditor-General, otherwise direct, there shall be in every district a trea¬ 
sury under the charge of a treasury ^-oflicer. If moneys standing in the 
public account are, in any district, not deposited in the Bank, the treasury 
of that district .shall be divided into two departments: that of the accounts, 
under the charge of an accountant, and that of the cash, under the charge 
of a treasurer. 

5, In any treasury in which a Government servant of the Indian Audit 
Department has iiot i)een appointed, us such, to be treasury ollicer, the fol¬ 
lowing orders will ai>ply :— 

(a) The treasury shall be in the general charge of the Collector, who 
may entrust the immediate executive contml to a treasury 
oflicer subordiiiate to him but may not divest hinnself of 
admiJiistrative control. He shall be responsible for the proper 
observance of these oid(U‘s ami for the punctual submission of 
aM returns reciuired from the treasury by the Governor-General 
ill Council. 

{b) The duty of verifying and cerfifying the monthly cash balance, if 
any, in the treasury, and of suhmitting monthly accouids in 
sucli form or forms and after sucli verification as tin* Auditor- 
General may prescrihe, shall be niidertakeii by tin; Collector or 
by such other oflicer as the Governor in Council may specify. 
It must be performed by the Colle(U.or in person at least oiK?e in 
every jieriod of six months. 

(c) A change of incumbent of the office of Collector shall at once he 
reported to the principal auditor concerned by the in-coniing 

* Collector, who shall certify lo the principal auditor the amount 

of the cash balance, if tiny, which he has taken over. The certi¬ 
ficate shall be submitted in such form and aft'Cr such verification 
as the Auditor-General may iirescribe 

t). In any treasury in which a Government servant of the Indian Audit 
Depai'tment has been aj)pointed. as such, to be; treasury officer, the duties of 
the (.Collector in relation to the custody of moneys in tin* treasury shall be 
such as the Governor in Council, with the concurrence of the Governor- 
GeiMM'al in Council, may s[)ecify. 


Section V .—Payment of Ciovernmenl moneys into the. public accoutit. 

7. Except us provided in onier IS, all moneys received hy Government 
servants in their official capacity, other than moneys withdrawn from the 
public account under the provisions of section VI11 below, shall without un¬ 
due delay be paid in full into a treasury or into the Bunk an<i .shall be included 
in the general balances of Government. Departmental receipts shall noth.' 
appi-opriatod to meet departmental expenditure excej)t with the sanction of 
the Governor-General in Council. 

S. In certain exceptional ca.ses. Government servants may be j)ermitti'il 
to open a sejjarate account with a bank and to pay into it moneys received 
by them in their official capacity. 1’he conditions on which such permission 
may be given are deUiiled in Appendix A. 

9. (tt) The procedure to b(^ adopted by Goverumeut servants in paying 
into treasuries moneys derived from sources of [)rovincial revenue and by 
treasuries in receiving such moneys and granting receipts for them shall Im 
such as mjiy bo specifle<l by the Governor in Council, with the concurrence 
of the Auditor-General, 

(b) The proce<lure to be adopted by Government servants in paying into 
treasuries moneys not derived from sources of provincial rcvciiue and by 
treasuries in receiving such moneys and granting receipts for them shall be 
such as may be specified by the Governor-General in Council. 

[c) The procedure to be adoj)ted by Government servants in paying 
moneys into the Bank and by the Bank in receiving such money^s and grant¬ 
ing receipts for them shall be such as may be specified by the Governor- 
General in Council. 
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SECTiOlf VI .—Custody of moneys staudiny in the ptihlic nrcount. 

10. (a; The procedure for the safe custody of money.s Ixi a treasury shall 
be 8uch.as the Governor in Council, with the concurrence of the Governor- 
General in Council, may specify. 

(6) The Bunk is responsible for the safe custody of Government moneys 
deposited in the Bank. 

Section Vll. —Transfer of moneys standing in the public account. 

11. ‘The transfer of Government moneys from one treasury to anotlier, 
and between the currency chest balance and treasury balance of a treasury 

*and between a treasury and the Bank shall be governed by sucli instructions 
as the Controller of the Currency may issut* in this behalf. It shall not be 
subject to the orders in section VIll below. 


•Se(;tion VIil.-^Withdrawal of moneys from the public account. 

, 12. Dejhiition .—In this section W’ithdrawMl ineJins the withdrawal of 

funds from tile public accoimt for expemliture on provincial subjects. The 
procedure to b(- adopted by Government servants in withdrawing funds from 
tlie public account for expemliture on central subjects shall be such as may 
tie specitietl by the Governor-General in Council. 

13. General rule .—Unless in any case the Governor in Council, with the 
.concurrtMu^e of the Auditor-General, otherwise direct, moneys may not be 

withdrawn from the public account without the writb'ii [lermission of the 
treasury ollicer or of a Government servant of the Indian Audit Department 
authorisetl in this behalf by the Auditor-General. 

14. Power of a principal auditor.— A prxiwijmX wwdxloi: may. subject to 
the general control of tlie Auditor-General, permit withdrawal f<Ir any 
purpose. 

15. fnstractious to treasury officers. — (a) A treasury officer may jiermit 
withdrawal for the following puiposes :— 

(i) To pay sums due by Government to the drawing officer. 

(ii) To place the drawing officer in funds to meet claims likely to 
ln‘ presented against Government in the immediate future 
h.V 

(1) other Government servants or 
(21 private jiarties. 

(Hi) To enable the drawing officer to supply funds to another 
Government servant from which to meet similar claims. 

(iv) To pay direct from the treasury sums due by Government to a 
pi'ivate party. 

(6) Unless in any case it be otherwise expressly ordered by a principal 
auditor, a treasury officer shall not permit withdrawal for any purpose not 
specified in clause (a) of this order.

28. A treasury officer receiving an intimation from an audit officer that 
moneys have been incorrectly withdrawn and that a certain sum should be 
recovered from a drawing officer must effect the recovery without delay and 
without regaid to any corresporidence undertaken or contemplated with 
reference to the retrenchment order; and the drawing officer must without 
delay rH])ay the sum by' such method as the audit officer may prescribe. 

Section X. —General Exception. 

29. A Governor in Council may not, without the sanction of the 
Governor General in Council, so exercise any power conferred upon him by 
the.se orders as to impose upon the Bank in connection with Government 
busiiuss any responsibility which the Bank is not liable to undertake at the 
time when these orders come into force. 
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APPENDIX A.

^ • nature of the moneys to be kept in the .account and sends a copy 

of that order to the principal Auditor concerned. 

(/i/) Accounts may be opened without restriction by the following 
classes of Government servant:— 

• * All Administrator-General. 

, An Official Trustee, Assignee or Receiver. 

A Sheritf. 

The Solicitors to the Government of India and of M.adras. 

* An Accountant-General of a High Court or the Account Officer of a 

High Court on the Original Side. 

{IV) Except as provided in rules (I^ to (III), no Government servant 
may open an account with a bank for the deposit of moneys 
received in his official capacity without the previous sanction 
. of a principal Auditor. The following conditions govern the 

grant of such sanction :— 

(a) Permission may be given in all cases in which the moneys, 
although received by a Government servant in his official 
capacity, do not form part of general levenues. 

{b) Permission may not bo given in the following cases;— 

(0 Where the moneys in question have been withdrawn from the 
iniblic account, or are received in order to be paid into the 
public account, either as i-eveniie or as a deposit. 

(ii) Where the money’s form part of a balance of an account sub¬ 
mitted for audit to the Indian Audit Department, or the 
receipts or outgoings represent transactions of which the 
Government servant concerned is bound to submit an account 
to the Indian Audit Department. 

iiii) Where the moneys must, under any law or any order of Govern¬ 
ment or a Court of .Tustice, be deposited with, or held in trust 
by, any Government servant in bis official capacity. 

{iv) Where the moneys have been advanced to a Government servant 
for contingent expenditure or to a civil officer for public 
works expenditure. 

(c) In cases not covered by clauses (a) and (%) of this rule, permission 
should not be given except upon some definite ground of con¬ 
venience to the public service. The personal convenience of the 
Government servant concerned does not constitute such a 
ground. 

(V) All accounts ojiened under these rules must be opened wltlta 
branch of the Imperial Bank of India, where such a branch is 
available. Where no such branch exists an account may be 
opened with any other bank; provided that the Government 
servant opening it remains personally responsible for* the 
moneys as though they were in his personal custody.

The following Act of the Indian Legislature received the assent of the 
Governor General on the 29th March, 1922, and is hereby promulgated for 
general infoMnatiou :—

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

• ' *1. 

The position in regard to the protection pf ofQcial secret^:, in India is 
briefly as tollows. The provisions of the-liav^ which are now in force are :— 

(a) An act of the Legislature in Iadra~the Indian OflScial Secrets Act, 
1889, as amended by the Indian '"OfScial Secrets (Amendment) 
Act, 1904; and ’ , 

, (6) A Statute of Parliament,—the Oflicial Secrets Act, 1011 (1 A 2 

George V, c. 28),. 

The provisions of the British Statute as a result of experience 

gained during the War, been considerably modified by the euactment of the 
Oflicial Secrets Act, 1920, but the latter Statute d^es not apply to British 
India. ' ’ * 

2. It has for some time past been recognised that it is unsatisfactory^ to 
have two separate laws in force simultaneously in India. Further, although 
the British Act of 1911 is in force in India, difficulties arise in applying it 
because of the use in it of English common law terms and so on. For these 
reasons it is desirable that there should be a single consolidated Act appli¬ 
cable to Indian conditions, and the desirability of this has been emphasised 
by the passing of the British Act of 1920 which has considerably ameniied 
the Act of 1911, but is not applicable to India. 

3. The provisions of the British Act of 1911 are more effective, parti¬ 
cularly in the matter of the protection of military secrets than the Indian 
enactments, and they have been further strengthened by the enactment of 
the amending Statute of 1920, which is based on experience gained during 
«the War. It is considered desirable, therefore, that the law in India should 
be assimilated to that in force in the Ujiited Kingdom, and the object of this 
Bill is to consolidate the provisions of the British Acts of 1911 and 1920 and 
to enact them in a form suitable for India. 

4. As this Bill is a purely consolidating measure^ it is not necessary to 
deal with the clauses in detail, but it may be mentioned that it is proposed 
to omit provisions on the lines of sections 4 and 5 of the Act of 1920, as it is 
considered that the mutters dealt with in these sections are sufficiently 
covered Jby the provisions of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885, and the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898. 

5. If this Bill is passed it will not be necessary to retain the Indian 
Acts, and provision is therefore made in clause 15 for their repeal.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In December 1919 a conference was held at Delhi, attended by represen¬ 
tatives of the Provinces of British India and of Indian States, to consider 
the future administration of the Criminal Tribes Act, 1911 (III of 1911). 
The provisions of the Act were examined in detail and a number of amend¬ 
ments were recommended by the conference. These recommeiidations were 
d.xamined by (he Government of India, and the amendments propo.sed by 
them were referred to local Governments for opinion. They have now 
been re-examined by the Government of'India in the light of the opinions 
of the local Governments, and the final conclusions are embodied in the 
draft Bill. 

2. A number of the amendments are merely formal or are designed to 
remove minor defects which experience of the working of the Act has 
brought to light. It is not necessary to explain these in detail. The changes 
of sub.stance which it ia proj)osed to include are dealt with individually in 
the following paragraphs. 

3. Clause 2 of the Bill .—The object of this clause ia to extend the 
application of the Act to the Presidency-towns and to Rangoon. 'The neces¬ 
sity for this amendment was urged by the Government of Bengal as far back 
ns 1914, when they complained that the Act provided no machinery for the 
registration of the criminal tribes residing in a Presidency-town, and the 
proposal is strongl^^ supported by the other local Governments concerned. 

4. Clause 5 of the JBill .—Under section 13 of the Act, .n-s it stands at 
.present.,.the orders of the local Government are required before a criminal 
tribe or part thereof which has been restricted to or settled in a specified 
urea by a notificalion under section 11 can he moved to another area. It has 
been represented that this causes incotivenience, both from the iwinb of view 
of those who have to administer the Act, and from the point of view of the 
members of the criminal tribes themselves, who not infrequently desire to 
move with the object of visiting relatives or of betterijjg their chances of 
employment. It has been suggested that the local authorities should be 
authorised to transfer criminal tribes or members thereof within the same 
district, and clau.se 5 (read with the new section 27B which it ia proposed 
to insert by clause 11 of the Bill) is intended to give effect to this suggestion. 

5. Clause 6 of the Bill .—The object of this clause is to provide for the^ 
transfer..of a criminal tribe from one province to another. Cases in which it 
is desirable that there should be such power are— 

(a) cases where a local Government finds it necessrry to notify a tribe 
which has wandered intoMts jurisdiction from the province to 
which it really belongs ; and 

* cases where employment is found for a criminal tribe in a province 
other than that in which it has been notified. The clause 
.provides that this power shall not be exercised save with the 
consent of the local Government of the province to which, the 
tribe is to be transferred.

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• 6. Clause 7 of the Bill, —The main object pt this, clause is to provide

7. Clause 9{ci) of the Bill. —rThis clause is intended to effect a delega¬ 

tion of power similar to that provided for in.clause 5. Great inconvenience 
is caused by the necessity of referring to the local Government any case in 
which it is proposed to take action under section 18 of the Act. Provision 
is made for the delegation of powers under that section to the local autho¬ 
rities. . ‘ . 

8. Clause 10 of the Bill. —The object of this clause is to authorise the 
arrest without a warrant of members of criminal tribes who commit oflEences 
punishable under section 22{2) of the Act. A recommendation to this effect 
was made by the conference, and the suggestion has been accepted by the 
local Governments. 

9. Clause 11 of the Bill. —The intention of this'clause is to add two new 
sections to the Act as 27A and 27B. The proposed new section 27B isformaK 
and provides that the term “ criminal tribe ” shall include any part of such 
tribe. The object of the proposed . new section 27A is t<» provide for the 
transfer of criminal tribes from British India to Indian States. It is 
considered desirable, for the reasons for which it is proposed that provision 
should be made for transfer from one province to another, tliat thei’e should 
also be provision for transfer from British India to Indian States and vice- 
versd. The Act, being an enactment of the Indian Legislature, can of course 
provide only for transfer from British India. It will be observed that the 
proposed new section is permissive in form and that it allows transfer only 
to States in which the local Government is satisded that adequate jirovision 
has been made for the restriction or settlement of criminal tribes.

NOTIFICATION. 

Post Opadusts Rsssspoh Soholsrshlps to bs awspdsfl In iBaa. 

Two Post Graduate Scholarships will be awarded for the encourage¬ 
ment of original research to candidates wlio have higli and special qualifica¬ 
tions and appear to be likely to conduct original research with success. The 
value of each .scholarship is Rs. 100 a month, and each is tenable for a 
maximum period of three years. 

2. Ortlinarily one scholarship will be awarded annually to a student 
who iiroposos to carry on original research in scientific subjects, including 
such branches as natural and physical science, chemistry, mathematical 
science, etc., and another scholarship will similarly be awarded for research 
in literary subjects, including such branches as languages, comparative 
philology, palaeography, epigraphy, philosophy, history, archaeology, 
anthropology, etc, No apiJlication for a research scholarship will be consi¬ 
dered unless a candidate submits certiflcate.s showing that he has the 
capacity for undertaking the research proposed and a programme of work 
indicating a definite course of enquiry. 

6. Election will be made in the first instance for one year only, with 
effect from Ist July 1922, but a scholarship may be renewed from year to 
year, up to the limit of three years, provided tlie scholar has throughout 
the year vigorously prosecuted original research iji the subject selected by 
him. 

4. Each candidate for a scholarship should submit his application, 
through the head of the institution in which he last studied, to the Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, and must produce evidence of having passed 
the M.A. or M.Sc. examination from a college or other institution in Bengal 
or of having obtained some other equivalent or higher degree, such as 
Doctor in Science or Master in Engineering in 1919 or 1920 or 1921. He 
must state as definitely as possible the subject or part of a subject in whiqh 
he intends, if elected to a scholarship, to carry on his original investigation. 
He must also state the name of the institution in which he proposes to 
work with evidence that the authorities of the institution are able and 
Willing to provide facilities for him, or if no institution is mentioned, the 
Circumstances or conditions under which he proposes to work .should be 
stated. 
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5. Applications for this year’s scholarships should be submitted ou or 
before the 61at May 1922 in prescribed forms which are obtainable from the 
Personal Assistant to the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, Wrlters*^

THE GOVERNMENT COMMERCIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Evening Lectures. 

Courses of evening lectures are delivered in the following Hiibjects. 
A student can take up one subject or several subjects, provided the class 
hours permit him to attend the lectures in each subject:— 

{a) Book-keeping (Elementary). 

Ip) Book-keeping (Advanced). 

(c) Shorthand (Theory). 

(ei) Shorthand (Speed). 
ie) Typewriting. 

{f) Euglisli (including commercial correspondence, letter-drafting 
and precis-writing). 

(g) Outlines of Political Economy. 

(/i) Banking and Currency. 

(t) Annuities and Insurance. 

(/).Mercantile Law. 

ik) Accountancy and Auditing. 

The courses of lectures commence in July and continue until the follows 
ing April, except the course of Accountancy and Auditing, which extend- 
over two years. 

(a) Booli-lceepin|| (Elementary). —Students having a satisfactory knowledge 
of English and Arithmetic are admitted. Text-book—Arthur Fieldhouse's 
Complete Book-keeping, up to lOO exercises including Partnership accounts. 
The fee for the full session, July to Apiil, is Rs. 24, payable in eight monthly 
instalments of Rs. 3 each. Classes are held three times a week from 6 
to 7 P.M. 

(h) Boolr-keepini (Advanced).—Students who have passed the Elementary 
Book-keeping Examination, or who can give .satisfactory proof of their 
knowledge of Elementary Book-keeping up to the requisite standard, 
ai’e admitted. Text-book—Complete jBook-keeping, by Arthur Fieldhousc. 
The fee for the full session, July to,^pril, is Rs .32, payable in eight monthly 
instalments of Rs. 4 each. Classes are held twice a week from 6 to 7 P.M, 

(c) Shorthand (Theory). —Pitman’s Sliorthand is the system taught. Stu¬ 
dents having a suflicieut knowledge of English are admitted at the beginning 
of the session in July. Students are also admitted in December, provided 
they have already a suflicieut knowledge of Shorthand to enable them to 
appreciate the lectures in the session, December to April. 

The minimum speed required to pass the examination is 80 words per 
minute. The class is held daily from 5 P.M. 

The fee for the session, ,Tuly to November, is Rs. 12, which may be paid 
in four monthly instalments of Rs. 3 each. The fee for the session, Decem¬ 
ber to April, is Rs. 16, which may be paid in four monthly instalments of 
Rs. 4 each. 

(d) Shorthand (Spaed). —Students having a speed of 60 words per minute 
are admitted in July, and the class pmctice is from 60 to 120 words per 
minute. 

Students having a minimum speed of 80 words per minute are admitted 
in Deceiubei', and the class practice is from 80 to 140 words per minute. 

In the examination the tests are at four grades of speed, 80, 1(X), 120, 140 
words per minute, and at higher speeds if candidates can write more rapidly> 
Classes are held daily from 6 P.M. Fees are the same as for(c), 
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(e) TypewrlUng.—Beginners are admitte<l in July. Students having a 
minimum speed of 20 woids per minute are admitted in December. The 
minimum speed required to pass the examination at the end of April is 35 
words per minute. Certificates are issued for 35, 40, 45, 50, 55, 60 words per 
minute. For each of the speed tests tliere is a corresponding accuracy test 
in tabulating. Classes are held at 5, 6 and 7 P.M. Fees are the same as. 
for (c). 

CMnlilnatlon •f the above eubjeete and reduction of fee. — if a student 
simultaneous takes up two or three of the subjects (a; to (c), a reduction 
of Re. 1 per instalment of each of the fees payable by him will be granted : 
for example, if a student is a member of both the Shorthand and the Ele¬ 
mentary Book-keeping classes, he will have to pay instalments of Rs. 2 for 
each subject instead of Rs. 3 for the session, July to December. 

(/). (.</), (/i). (i) (J ) .—Classes are formed in these subjects if a sullicienb 
number of candidates apply for admission. The fee for each subject is 
Rs. 3 for each series of ten lectures. 

(/c) Aocountaney and Auditing* —There *are two course.s of year each fur 
ordinary students, or one year for those who are already practising as 
Auditors, to prepare candidates for the Government examination of Diploma 
in Accountancy, whicli qualifies them to obtain tlie Government license 
to practise as Auditors. Students of this class have to attend Book-kccping- 
and Mercantile Law classes, for whicli no extra fee has to be paid. The fee- 
is Rs. 144, payable in advance in four half-j^early instalments of Rs. 36 each 
in the case of ortlinary students and Rs. 72 in two half-yearly instalments; 
of Rs. 36 ouch in the case of those who are practising as Auditors and hold a 
provisional license granted by Government. 

2. Examlnatlona.— The examination in subjects (a) to (/) is held at the 
end of April, at the end of the year’s course, under the control of the Govern¬ 
ment Goinmercial [n.s4itute Board, iind successful candidates receive certi¬ 
ficates signed by the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, and counter¬ 
signed by the Secretary to the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. The cxamijia> 
tion fee for each subject is Rs. 5. 

3. Attandanea. —Strict regnlarity ajid jmnctnality of attendance are 
observed. Students must attend 75 per cent, of the lectures in order to 
appear at the examination. Classes are not held in the evening oii Satuitlay.. 

4. Standard of Admission. —Candidates who have attended the lectures of 
the day course are eligible for admission. Others will bo admitted, provided, 
tliey appear qualified for tlie class or classes they seek to join. 

5. Prizes. —Prizes of Rs. 50 each are offert'd by the Beiigai Chambtu* of 
Commerce to the best candidates from the evening classes in subjects (5;,. 
(d), (/), (ff), (Jt), CO and (J ). Til ree mrOals are offered by the Remington 
Typewriter Co. to the best three students of either the day or evening 
classes in the Typewriting examination. 

0. Admission. —Candidates for admission should send in their applica¬ 
tions and register their names, with a deposit of fees, bi'fore the end of June. 
Candidates who desire to be admitted ill December should apply before tlu^ 
end of November.

Th* wpqrta on the operationO of the Calcutta Improvement Trust for the years 
-19L8-19,1919-20 and 1920-21. 

1. SMiiMlI.—The Improvement Trust was created in 1912 for the 
improvement and expansion of Calcutta by opening up congested areaa, laying 
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out or altering streets, proyiding <^n and for the rehousing of 

the poorer {iersons dispiaoed by ith^ro^^femefat, schemes. 

The last triennial resdution ref^ri^thu^ work 
oE the Trust has been cheeked, the’ war. Nor did the 

end of the war bring immediate ralijsft sinde iH^K^eermg matefials: were still 
scarce. Moreover, the rise in the rate at which mnndy can be 

borrowed and the enhanced cost of wod:e,.haajnhde the question of finance 
a pressing one. The develojpment bf subnihii^^areas *■ Opssipore-ChitpcHre and 
Maniktola—is no longer possible: It has l^sn the Board should 

concern itself in the first instance with thq niSHlsit^ruction of main roads in the 
centre of Calcutta which no other'local autiibn^ could undertake. Prooeed- 
ing on this principle the Trust has made substantial progress the 
provision of city thoroughfares; the great oentrai . avenue apbem^ is 
being pushed on the widening of Buesa Road"is slowly approaching domp^ion 
and Park Street is already vastly improved, while the important scheme for 
its extension is making steady progress. 

’ The high cost of building has retarded re-building operations on land 
sold or exempted by the Trust, and the housing.problem, in 1920 became most 
acute. At the same time, a land boom set in; money was cheap and-land 
became a favourite form of investment'; the prioe of land rose to surprising 
heights. It must be some time before building overtakes the shortage .for 
which the war was responsible. 

2. Improvement SchemaSi^During'the years under review Government 

sanctioned six improvement schemes ; of these two formed the southern sec¬ 
tion of the great north and south thoroughfares (Central Avenue), one 
provided for an extensive park which In coihbinatlon with the fringe area 
scheme of the Calcutta Corporation will provide splendid reoreation grounds 
for the youth of northern Calcutta, and another scheme provided for the 
conbtruction of the new main sewer road from Cbetla to. Ballygunge railway 
station, whioh is designed to improve the general drainage of an unhealthy 
and ^arsely populated area. . — 

The first section of the scheme for the improvement of Bara Bazar was 
published for criticism, but it was held in abeyance pending the alignment 
of a road system for the whole area. At the time of writing three important 
series of alignments have been sanctioned and improvement schemes will be 
taken up in small sections for the 100 acres of almost solid building known 
as Bara Bazar. The financial queeticm has in this connection assumed speoial 
importance ; the revenues the Trust are already mainly earmarked for the 
long series of improvement and alignment schemes, whioh have been 
sanctioned, and if the improvement of Bara Bazar—for which the Trust 
was primarily constituted—proves costly, its execution could only be 
financed by the curtailment of the. sanctioned programme. 

There is, however, reason to believe that many Bara Bazar schemes may 
yield a profit instead of proving a heavy charge on the revenues of the Trust 
and after a oareful study df the financial position, Government have agpreed 
that the Trust might proceed with its first improvement soheme which will 
shortly be published ; the execution of this scheme will afford data whioh 
will enable the Trust to decide whether the transformation of Bara Bazar 
can be achieved without the curtailment ot other part of the genend pro¬ 
gramme or Whether a complete revision of the., approyed schemes will be. 
necessary. 

3. Squares aad Parll8.~In pursuance of th,e policy of providing open 
spaces in the north of the town and in.the subur^, the Trust embarked on 
the selection of sites for parks and sc^uares in Manikt<da, Oussipore-Ohitpore, 
Ratan Sarkar Garden Street (Pathunaghatta), Ramkissen Das Lane (Badur**: 
bagan) and Amherst Street. 

4. Nowrall.—The question of extending the operations of ^ the Trust to 
Howrah has been the subject of prolonged discussion. Having rOgard to 
Vhe urgent necessity of improving Howrah and preventing tho growth and 
perpetuation on the west bank of th'e Hooi^ly of oonditionB . Whioh can 
after be remedied only, at encvmoos expense, the^ B^ard oi Trii^ii^^.44aoh^od

6. ^illlOlIttlltf toiMflie.—For the aooooamodatiou of persons displaced by 
the execution of their sohemes, the Trust embarked on the preparation of 
rehoiuini^ sc^lheB and, foilowing the natui^l tendency of the people of the 
, working olaes who prefer to live in the sort of hut to which they are accus¬ 
tomed, selected ^tes were acquired in Beckbagan and Maniktola for the erec¬ 
tion of sanitary hats on well'raised plinths. Another site was acquired in 
itarbala Tank Lane in order to build houses to be let temporarily to persons 
by improvement schemes! Sanction was also accorded to a scheme for 
the erection of tenement dwellings and the creation of an open space for the 
Anglo-Indian population rendered homeless by the section of the Central 
Avenue to the south of Bow Bazar Street.* Land is being acquired in Cossipore- 
Chitpore for the purpose of providing suitable building sites on which persons of 
the poorer classes; whose bouses have been acquired by the Trust and whose 
slender means prevent them from purchasing sites in Calcutta, may build 
new houses under the control of the Trust. The Calcutta Corporation trans- 
fefred to the Trust the development scheme south of Shambazar Park for 
reinstating those displaced by improvement schemes in the north of the 
town. But neither these operations nor the restriction of house rents 
imposed by the Calcutta Rent Act are sufficient to solve the housing problem 
in Calcutta. At present, one of the chief obstacles to the expansion and 
development of Calcutta is the difficulty which building societies and com¬ 
panies experience in obtaining land and securing a firm title. It was on this 
account that the Calcutta Rents Committee appointed in September 1919 
recommended that Government should utilise the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act to acquire land for bodies which had been formed definitely 
for the provision of housing accommodation. In pursuance of this recom¬ 
mendation a resolution waS' issued by Government in the year 1920 
announcing that they would acquire land under the Land Acquisition Act for 
approved schemes on behalf and at the cost of registered companies fur 
housing purposes so long as emergent measures are necessary for the 
development of Calcutta. This resolution had however, subsequently to be 
withdrawn on account of legal difficulties. 

6. ProjMtMl |l^llc StfMtt.—In order that intending builders—might 
know clearly how their plans were likely to be affected by the operations of 
the Trust, as well as to prevent future improvement schemes being blocked 
by the creation of new buildings, 17 projected public streets ‘were sanctioned, 
within the alignment of which new buildings cannot be constructed. 

7. Flfl&liea.—(i‘) The receipts from the duty on transfer of property, 
jute tax and the municipal contribution steadily increased. But on the other 
hand, the pay of the establishment has been revised in view of the increased 
cost of living ; the oost of materials has increased, and in view of the recent 
land boom, land values are no longer stable. Owing to the scarcity of house 
acoomihodation and the hardship caused by evicting householders, the Trust 
has decided not to carry on demolition of buildings within the area of acqui¬ 
sition until something is done to remedy the house shortage. “This delays 
recoupment by'tbe sale of surplus land. The result is that muoh capital is 
looked up in land. The Board decided to raise a loan to carry out its 
programme of work and was permitted by Government to borrow Rs. 50 lakhs 
from the Bank of Bengal on collateral security.
